JOURNAL  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 


Grace  Church,  Anderson, 

May  12th,  A.  D.,  1897. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Seventh  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  met  at  the  above  mentioned  time 
and  place. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  McNeely  DuBose, 
B.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  Eev.  A.  T.  Porter, 
D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Byron  Holley.  The  Communion  Office  was 
said  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner,  the 
Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  and 
the  Rev.  Wm.  T.  Capers,  Rector,  the  Bishop  being  Cele- 
brant. 

The  Council  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Tillinghast,  from  Psalm  48,  verses  12  and  13. 

After  divine  service,  the  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Roll  of  the  Clergy  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
last  Council. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  Clergy,  including  the  Bishop,  were 
present,  and  twenty-seven  Deputies,  representing  sixteen 
Churches.  [For  names  of  those  present,  see  "  Roll  of  Clergy," 
pg.,  and  "  List  of  Deputies,"  pg.  .]  A  number  of  the 
Clergy  not  entitled  to  seats  were  also  present. 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present  the  Council  was 
declared  duly  organized. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Benj.  Allston,  T. 
D.  Bratton  and  T.  W.  Clift,  the  Committee  on  the  Roll 
of  the  Clergy  ;  and  on  the  Credentials  of  Deputias,  Messrs. 
G.  W.  S.  Hart,  J.  M.  Kinloch  and  J.  T.  Frierson. 

The  Rules  of  Order  were  read  by  the  Bishop. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  the 
Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  D.  D.,  stated  that,  for  .thirty-three 
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years  he  had  been  Secretary  of  the  Council,  and  that  to-day 
he  had  called  the  roll  for  the  thirty-fourth  time,  and  after 
thanking  the  Council  for  its  great  kindness  and  consideration 
in  past  years,  and  for  the  honor  which  had  been  done  him 
for  so  many  years,  begged  to  be  retired  from  the  position  of 
Secretary,  and  that  the  burden  should  be  borne  by  younger 
shoulders. 

The  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Council, 
extended  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Council  to  the  retiring 
Secretary,  for  his  many  years  of  devoted  service,  and  regretted 
that  he  felt  it  necessary  to  relinquish  an  office  which  he  had 
filled  with  so  much  satisfaction  to  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  also  spoke  in  the  warmest  terms  of  the  many 
years  of  faithful  service,  the  unflagging  zeal,  the  earnest  in- 
terest, the  self-sacrificing  labors  of  the  venerable  Secretary 
and  rejoiced  that  the  Diocese  had  been  privileged  for  so  many 
years  to  profit  by  his  valuable  experiences,  and  intimate  knowl- 
edge of  the  needs  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Kev.  Dr.  Porter  nominated  the  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass,  as 
Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  Rules  of  Order  were  suspended  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Glass  was  elected  Secretary  by  a 
viva  voce  vote. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  was,  by  a  unanimous  viva  voce  vote, 
re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Standing  Committees 
of  the  Council : 

1.  On  Admission  of  New  Parishes — Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell 
and  Messrs.  W.  B.  Moore  and  M.  L.  Bonham. 

On  Constitution  and  Canons — Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton,  B.  D., 
and  Messrs.  W.  II.  Parker  and  Edward  McCrady. 

3.  On  the  State  of  the  Church — Rev.  Messrs.  Byron  Holley, 
A.  R.  Mitchell,  T.  P.  Baker  and  A.  E.  Cornish,  and  Messrs 
J.  M.  Elford,  C.  M.  Tew,  W.  W.  Anderson,  M.  D.,  and  J. 
Swinton  Whaley. 
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^.  On  Unfinished  Business — Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  and  Messrs* 
A.  P.  Ford  and  Thomas  W.  Carwile. 

5.  On  Finance — Messrs.  R.  S.  Des  Portes,  Wm.  M.  Bird 
and  O.  Mc  R.  Holmes. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  the  Rules  of  Order  were 
suspended  in  order  to  allow  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  to  offer  the 
following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  instead  of  appointing  a  Treacher  the  Bishop  be 
requested  to  read  his  Annual  Address  at  the  next  Council." 

Some  discussion  resulting  from  the  resolution,  notice  was 
given  by  Rev.  Mr.  Gordon,  that  he  would  to-morrow  move  to 
amend  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the 
table.  Carried. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  D.  D., 
preacher  for  the  next  Council,  and  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  alter- 
nate, subject  to  a  change,  if  he  deems  best. 

Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  made  its  report  as 
follows : 

"  They  find  the  same  correct,  but  in  the  cases  of  the  Kev.  K.  W. 
Barnwell,  residing  at  Ridge  Spring,  S.  C,  who  is  only  debarred  from 
active  service  in  the  field  of  the  Church  by  ill  health,  your  committee 
recommend  that  he  be  placed  in  the  number  of  those  who  have  the 
privilege  of  seats,  but  no  votes." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell,  the  Bishop's  lists  was  ac- 
cepted. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Porter  read  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bratton  was  accepted.  [See 
Appendix 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  M.  Lee,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Porter  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese, 
which,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Evans,  was  received  and  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal.    [See  Appendix  I~V.~\ 

A  supplemental  report  was  also  rendered  by  Dr.  Porter. 
(See  pg.  97.) 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  the  Deputies  reported  as 
follows  :

Also  that  Dr.  F.  J.  Carroll  was  duly  appointed  a  delegate  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Dehon,  to  represent  St.  Paul's,  Summerville. 

"  We  also  report  that  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  reported  at  the  last 
Council  as  not  entitled  to  representation,  should  now  be  restored. 
Also,  that  the  following  Parishes,  being  three  years  in  arrears  to  the 
Bishop's  Fund  and  Council  dues,  one  or  both,  are  not  entitled  to 
representation  :  Christ  Church,  Mar's  Bluff ;  Christ  Church,  Green- 
ville ;  Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee ;  Christ  Church  Parish; 
Grace  Church,  Camden  ;  St.  Mark's  Church,  Chester  ;  Church  of  the 
Redeemer,  Orangeburg  ;  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles.  Barnwell." 

The  committee  afterwards  reported  certificates  from  Church 
of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill :  John  R.  London,  W.  B.  Wil- 
son, Philip  Taylor,  E.  R.  Avery. 

All  the  report  was  accepted,  except  that  portion  recommend- 
ing that  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  be  restored  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Council.  This  latter  called  forth  a  spirited  dis- 
cussion. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  moved  that  it  be  restored  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Council. 

Motion  amended  by  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough,  that  it  be  re- 
stored on  payment  of  dues  for  three  years  past. 

Motion  by  Mr.  Bonham  to  lay  amendment  on  the  table  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Elford  moved  to  take  a  recess  of  Council  until  4  P.  M. 
to  consider  the  subject.  Carried. 
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4  O* CLOCK  P.  M. 

Council  re-assembled  at  4  P.  M. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sams  moved  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  the  order  of  business  be  suspended 
for  thirty  minutes. 

Report  of  Treasurer  of  Bishop's  Common  Fund  was  read, 
accepted  as  information,  and  ordered  spread  on  Minutes 
[See  Appendix  V.] 

There  were  no  transactions  in  the  Permanent  Fund. 

The  Bishop  called  attention  to  No.  IT  of  the  Standing 
Resolutions,  and  stated  that  the  provisions  of  same  would  be 
carried  out  unless  otherwise  determined  by  Council. 

Mr.  McCrady  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

"•Resolved,  That  the  unanimous  consent  of  Council  is  hereby  given 
to  the  reception  of  the  lay  vote  of  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties." 

This  resolution  was  withdrawn  by  Mr.  McCrady,  and  in 
view  of  certain  other  information  which  had  been  given,  he 
moved  that  the  entire  subject  be  recommitted  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials  of  Deputies. 

Motion  was  carried. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Council  was  read,  and  on 
motion,  accepted. — [See  Appendix  VI.'] 

Rev.  Mr.  Sams  read  the  following  petition  to  be  excused 
from  certain  unpaid  dues,  by  St.  Helena's  Church,  Beaufort :

To  the  Members  of  the  Diocesan  Council ; 

We,  the  undersigned  officers  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Helena,  Beaufort, 
S.  C,  respectfully  state  that  from  unfortunate  circumstances,  and  the 
removal  of  some  of  our  best  contributors,  we  have  failed  to  pay  the 
assessments  against  the  Parish,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and 
Council,  for  the  years  1894-'95  and  '96,  that  the  storm  of  September 
29th,  1896,  demolished  the  eastern  wall  of  our  Church,  including  the 
Chancel,  the  rebuilding  of  which  has  consumed  our  resources,  leaving 
a  debt  of  $2,000  on  the  Rectory.  We  feel  unable  to  pay  all  of  these 
assessments,  but  are  prepared  to  pay  for  the  year  1894,  and  beg  you  to

remit  the  years  1895  and  1896,  so  that  we  may  be  again  restored  to  all 
of  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,

Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

11  Resolved,  That  the  Council  greets  with  pleasure  the  presence  on 
the  floor,  of  its  distinguished  member,  the  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  D., 
Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
whose  high  character  and  marked  attainments  as  a  Theologian  make 
him  an  ornament  to  the  Church,  as  well  as  one  of  its  strong  pillars." 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  McCol- 
lough  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  in  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion 2,  by  striking  out  after  the  word  ''been  "  in  second  line  to  "as" 
inclusive,  so  that  it  will  read :  "The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop 
when  there  is  one,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  canonically 
resident,  &c."  Carried. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough,  Council  adjourned  to 
meet  at  10  A.  M.  to-morrow.

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  13,  A.  D.  1897,  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Morning 
Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Anderson,  Glass  and  Capers. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  the  roll  was 
called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  read,  and,  after  coriec- 
tions,  approved. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.    [See  Appendix  7.] 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  referred  to  the  support  of  theological  students  was 
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referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
to  report  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Kev.  Drs.  Porter  and  Evans  and  Mr.  A.  P.  Ford  were 
appointed  on  the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Evans  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
as  pertains  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  was 
referred  to  that  committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  referred  to  the  subject  of  the  Office  of  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee. The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Bratton  and 
Mitchell,  and  Mr.  M.  L.  Bonham  as  the  committee. 

Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies  reported  as  follows  ; 

"  The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Deputies,  to  whom  has  been  re- 
ferred back  so  much  of  its  report  as  related  to  Trinity  Church,  Edge- 
field, beg  leave  to  make  this  further  report  :  In  reporting  that  Trinity 
Church,  Edgefield,  should  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Council,  the 
committee  understood  that  all  of  the  unpaid  assessments  upon  that 
parish  were  to  have  been  paid  this  morning.  That,  it  seems,  was  a 
misapprehension.  The  committee  are  now  informed,  however,  that 
the  parish  cannot  do  more  than  pay  the  assessments  last  levied.  It  is 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  the  parish  was  for  some 
time  without  a  rector  ;  that  the  church  building  is  out  of  repair,  and 
the  congregation  will  find  it  difficult  to  meet  the  costs  of  these  repairs 
and  defray  current  expenses  ;  and  that  they  cannot  make  provision 
for  their  arrears  to  Bishop's  Fund  and  Council  dues.  In  view  of 
these  matters,  the  committee  would  recommend  that  the  arrearages  be 
remitted,  and  that  upon  payment  of  the  last  assessment  that  parish  be 
restored  to  union  with  the  Council.  The  committee  would  also  report 
that  another  certificate  has  been  handed  to  them,  and  they  find  that 
St.  Matthew's  Parish.  Fort  Motte,  is  entitled  to  representation  by 
these  lay  Deputies  :  J.  K.  Hane,  A.  R.  Taber,  Weston  Adams."

was  in  order.  Report  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.

The  Archdeacons  of  the  Missionary  Districts,  also  Arch- 
deacon E.  N.  Joyner,  of  the  colored  work  in  the  Diocese, 
[See  Appendix  VIII,]  rendered  their  reports. 

On  motion  Council  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock  P.  M. 


4  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Council  re-assembled. 

Nominations  were  made  for  members  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions as  follows: 

From  the  1st  Missionary  District,  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough, 
D.  D.,  and  W.  S.  Manning. 

From  the  2d  Missionary  District,  Rev.  W.  E.  Evans,  D.  D., 
and  John  R.  London. 

From  the  3d  Missionary  District,  Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell 
and  J.  J.  Lucas. 

From  the  4th  Missionary  District,  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D. 
D.,  and  C.  R.  Yalk. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter  nominations  were  con- 
firmed, and  the  gentlemen  nominated  constituted  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

An  appeal  was  heard  from  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams  in  behalf  of  the 
Chapel  of  Ease  of  St.  John's  Church,  John's  Island. 

An  election  was  ordered  for  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Baker  and  J.  W.  C. 
Johnson  tellers  for  the  clergy  vote,  and  Messrs.  Elford  and 
Carroll  for  the  laity.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Theo.  A.  Porter  the  Rules  of  Order 
were  suspended,  and  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  cast  the 
ballot  for  the  present  incumbents,  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D., 
and  Rev.  Benj.  Allston,  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

Rev.  Dr.  McCollough  gave  notice  that  he  would  to-morrow 
move  to  strike  out  the  Rule  of  Order  requiring  the  election 
of  Trustees  for  the  Theological  Seminary  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  rendered  its  reports 
as  follows,  which  on  motion  was  received  : 

"  The  Committee  would  respectfully  report :  That  having  carefully- 
examined  the  Journal  of  the  last  Council  they  find  the  following  mat- 
ters awaiting  the  consideration  of  this  Council,  to  wit : 

"  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  expediency  of  preparing  a  his- 
tory of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  up  to  1900,  A.  D.,  raised  under 
the  resolution  of  Rev.  Dr.  Evans,  pg.  25  of  the  Journal. 

"  On  pg.  37  of  Journal  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
resolution  of  the'Hon.  James  Aldrich  on  the  finances  of  the  Diocese 
was  laid  over  for  the  consideration  of  this  Council. 

"  On  page  39  of  the  Journal  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Haskell  to  strike 
out  the  proviso  in  Canon  VI  was  postponed  to  this  Council. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  as  to  certain  funds  in  the  Diocese 
raised  under  resolution  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  T.  Porter  on  page  41  of  the 
Journal. 

On  page  117,  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  recommended  by 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  adopted  at  the  last  Council  and  now 
awaiting  the  final  action  of  this  Council. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

By  request  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  preparing  a  history  of  the  Church  in  South  Caro- 
lina up  to  the  year  1900  A.  D.,  the  Committee  was  continued. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  rendered  its  Report  as  follows  : 

"  The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port, namely : 

That  they  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  find  them  correct. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution 
as  necessary  to  raise  supplies  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  1898  : 

Resolved,  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  a  levy  be  laid  upon 
each  Church  or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council,  of  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 


cents  for  each  communicant,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  for 
each  communicant  for  Council  expenses.  The  assessment  to  be  made 
by  the  Treasurers  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  and  of  the  Council,  upon  the 
Church  or  Parish  reports  as  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Council  of 
1897.  And  should  any  Church  or  Parish  fail  to  have  its  report  pub- 
lished in  said  Journal,  the  last  published  report  of  said  Church  or  Par- 
ish shall  be  used. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Treasurers  notify  the  Churches  or  Par- 
ishes as  soon  as  the  assessments  shall  have  been  made  of  the  amounts 
to  be  paid  by  them. 

Resolved,  further ,  That  the  missions  be  urged  to  contribute  as  largely 
as  possible  towards  the  support  of  the  Bishop. 

It  is  understood  that  the  assessments,  in  accordance  with  the  Canon, 
are  laid  upon  the  Church  or  Parish,  and  not  upon  the  communicants.

Rev.  Mr.  Holley  moved  to  amend  resolution  by  inserting 
the  word  "  actual  "  before  u  communicant  "  in  the  first  resolu- 
tion. 

The  tellers  for  the  vote  of  clergy  for  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee reported,  at  this  time,  that  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Rev. 
John  Johnson.  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinck- 
ney, D.  D.,  and  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton,  and  Messrs.  A.  M,  Lee, 
Edward  McCrady,  F.  L.  Frost,  and  C.  S.  Gadsden,  had  re- 
ceived the  requisite  number  of  votes  for  election;  the  tellers 
for  vote  of  Deputies  reported  that  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney, 
and  Messrs.  A.  M.  Lee,  Edward  McCrady,  F.  L.  Frost,  and  C. 
S.  Gadsden,  had  received  the  requisite  number  of  votes  for 
election. 

The  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  John  Johnson, 
D  L>.,  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw  and  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney, 
D.D.,  and  Messrs.  A.  M.  Lee,  Edward  McCrady,  F.  L.  Frost 
and  C.  S.  Gadsden,  having  been  elected  by  both  Orders,  were 
declared  duly  elected,  and  an  election  ordered  for  the  re- 
maining clerical  and  lay  member  of  the  Committee. 

Consideration  of  the  report  of  Finance  Committee  was  re- 
sumed, and  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  moved  to  lay  Rev.  Mr.  Hol- 
ley's  amendment  on  the  table.  Carried. 
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Tellers  for  the  vote  for  Standing  Committee  reported  that 
Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Haskell  had  been  elected  by 
the  clergy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  by  the  Deputies. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  was  declared  duly  elected  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  an  election  ordered  for  the  re- 
maining lay  member  of  the  Committee. 

Report  of  Finance  Committee  was  again  taken  up  for  dis- 
cussion. 

The  tellers  for  the  vote  for  Standing  Committee  again  re- 
ported that  Mr.  A.  C.  Haskell  had  been  elected  by  both  clergy 
and  laity,  and  he  was  declared  duly  elected,  so  that  the  Com- 
mittee, as  finally  elected,  consists  of  Rev.  Messrs.  A.  T.  Por- 
ter, D.  D.,  John  Johnson,  D.D.,  John  Kershaw,  C.  C.  Pinck- 
ney,  D.D.,  T.  D.  Bratton,  B  D..,  and  Messrs.  A.  M.  Lee,  Ed- 
ward McCrady,  F.  L.  Frost,  C.  S.  Gadsden  and  A.  C.  Has- 
kell. 

Discussion  was  again  resumed  on  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  resolutions  of  the  report 
were  consecutively  carried. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast,  the  Report  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  Mr.  Allston  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  Vested  Funds,  as  reported  on  page 
88  of  the  Journal,  and  any  others  that  may  be  found,  be  referred  to  a 
Committee,  to  be  chosen  hy  the  Bishop,  from  men  of  known  financial 
ability,  with  instructions  to  investigate  their  present  condition,  and  the 
interest  derived, and  report  at  the  present  Council  whether  these  Funds 
could  not  be  more  advantageously  administered. 

Mr.  Bonham  offered  the  following  resolution,  as  a  substitute 
for  the  above : 

"  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  Advance- 
ment Society  be  requested  to  re-invest  the  Fund  known  as  the  Bishop's 
Fund,  so  as  to  realize  a  greater  income  therefrom." 

Carried. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Haskell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  carried  : 
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the  following  item,  to-wit:  Bemoved,  but  not  canonically  trans- 
ferred. 

The  total  contributions  this  year  amount  to  $71,815.89,  a  considera- 
ble improvement  over  the  last  report.  But  in  the  number  of  souls 
reported  there  is  no  material  increase. 

The  clerical  changes  noted  particularly  by  the  Bishop,  in  his  Ad- 
dress are  as  follows:  Removals  -by  death,  2;  by  letters  dimissory,  2. 
Received  by  letters  dimissory,  4.  The  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  has 
removed  from  Florence,  and  assumed  the  charge  of  the  Churches  in 
Newberry  and  Laurens. 

We  regret  to  learn  of  the  feeble  condition  of  many  of  the  oldest 
Parishes  in  the  lower  part  of  the  Diocese,  outside  of  Charleston,  and 
pray  that  the  earnest  appeal  of  our  beloved  Bishop,  in  their  behalf, 
may  have  a  hearty  and  immediate  response  from  the  people  of  our 
Church. 

The  work  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass  at  St.  Barnabas  Mission,  Summerville, 
is  one  of  the  few  encouraging  items  of  Church  growth  in  the  lower 
counties,  that  has  come  before  us.  The  work  of  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Brat- 
ton,  at  Greenwood,  is  deserving  of  special  mention  among  the  general 
signs  of  healthy  growth  that  the  Church  exhibits,  in  the  Piedmont 
belt.  The  new  Church  at  Glen  Springs,  just  consecrated  by  the 
Bishop,  is  a  monument  to  the  untiring  labors,  both  spiritual  and 
manual,  of  our  venerable  missionary,  the  Rev.  «T.  D.  McCollough,  D. 
D.,  at  that  point. 

We  find  much  that  is  encouraging  in  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon 
of  colored  work  in  the  Diocese,  while  he,  like  other  faithful  workers, 
has  to  mourn  the  suspension  of  work  in  what  has  seemed  to  him 
important  posts.  God  knows  best,  and  in  His  own  good  time  will 
bring  it  to  pass. 

It  has  seemed  to  us,  that  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Diocese  are  an 
indication  of  the  growth  of  the  Church.  In  fully  80  per  cent,  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  that  have  reported,we  find  the  Sunday-schools 
in  good  working  order,  and  the  lambs  of  the  flock  of  Christ  well  cared 
for  and  trained. 

It  is  with  extreme  pleasure  that  we  note  that  in  various  places  in 
the  Diocese,  sorrowing,  but  grateful  hearts,  have  tendered  their  devo- 
tions to  the  glory  of  God  in  offering  beautiful  and  substantial  memo- 
rials to  be  placed  in  our  Churches;  especially  do  we  look,  with  loving 
pride,  upon  the  memorials  offered  in  memory  of  Bishop  Howe. 

The  State  of  the  Church  is  so  intimately  associated  with  her  mis- 
sionary work,  that  your  committee  wishes  to  emphasize  the  remarks 
of  the  Bishop  upon  the  system  of  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
now  in  force  in  the  Diocese,  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  this  Council. 
We  are  satisfied  the  system  is,  when  properly  operated,  as  perfect  as 
any  that  has  been  devised  for  the  purpose;  and  if  we  had  but  the 
power  of  showing  our  people  their  responsibility,  and  the  full  enor- 
mity of  the  penalty  that  must  result  from  a  failure  to  meet  that  re- 
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spODsibility,  in  its  bearing  upon  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ , 
nothing  more  would  be  needed  to  awaken  their  zeal  in  this  cause. 
But  as  some  one  has  said:  uWe  have  a  Church  with  the  greatest  of 
Constitutions— the  Holy  Bible;  but  it  has  the  poorest  of  govern- 
ments, because  its  penalties  are  all  inflicted  in  another  world." 

Your  committee  would  further  commend  the  Bishop's  plan  of 
combining  the  offices  of  Secretary  of  the  Council,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  General  Missionary,  etc.,  believing  that  it  must 
prove  of  aid  to  the  Bishop  and  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church, 
and  so  improve  the  general  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Resolved  1.  That  the  treasurers  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  and  the 
Council  Fund  state,  in  their  annual  reports,  the  amounts  paid,  and 
also  balance  due,  if  any,  by  the  several  Parishes  to  their  respective 
funds. 

Resolved  2.  That  the  dormant  Parish  of  St.  James,  James  Island, 
be  placed  upon  the  list  of  Dormant  Parishes. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  Bishop  be  requested,  in  conjunction  with  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  Council, to  carry  out  the  recommend- 
ations of  this  committee  with  regard  to  the  form  of  the  parochial 
reports,  and  also  the  certificates  of  election  of  deputies  to  the  Dioce- 
san Council.

The  1st  and  2d  resolutions  of  this  Report  were  adopted. 

The  3d  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Evans, 
amended  by  the  insertion  of  the  words,  "and  also  the  certifi- 
cates of  election  of  deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Council.''  So 
that  the  resolution  would  read  : 

uJZe$olved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  in  conjunction 
with  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Council  to  carry  out 
the*  recommendations  of  this  committee  with  regard  to  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  also  the  certificates  of  election 
of  deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Council." 

The  Report  was  then,  on  motion,  adopted  as  a  whole. 
Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  read  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
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Porter  Military  Academy,  which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Mitchell,  was  received  and  ordered  printed  on  the  Journal. 
The  report  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PORTER  MILITARY  ACADEMY. 
The  Diocesan  Trustees  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  in  Charles- 
ton, report  that  this  Institution  continues  its  good  work  in  the 
Diocese,  and  while  it  does  not  seek  or  desire  to  become  a  Dio- 
cesan School,  it  is  doing  a  great  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  and 
deserves  its  warm  and  cordial  support.  There  have  been  90  cadets  on 
the  roll  this  year,  and  the  Rector  refused  sixty-two  applications  for  ad- 
mission, but  as  they  were  all  beneficiaries,  he  felt  that  with  his  ad- 
vancing years,  the  burden  was  heavier  than  he  could  carry.  Some 
idea  of  the  extent  of  this  beneficent  work  will  be  gathered  from  the 
statement  that  fifty-seven  cadets  have  paid  nothing  this  year,  only 
twelve  have  paid  their  expenses,  and  two  of  those  are  paid  for  by 
Northern  friends.  There  is  at  this  time  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
three  hundred  dollars  due  by  Cadets,  of  which  it  is  probable  not  more 
than  $1  500  will  be  collected.  It  has  been  a  hard  struggle  for  thirty 
years,  and  it  is  not  given  to  all  men  to  expend  so  much  energy, 
and  assume  such  responbilities,  as  has  the  founder  of  this  work.  We 
can  only  bespeak  for  it  the  patronage  of  the  Church,  for  its  standard  is 
high,  and  its  influences  for  good  are  incalculable.  It  needs  an  endow- 
ment, which  the  Rector  is  year  by  year  striving  to  accumulate  ;  he  has 
erected  on  the  grounds  seven  houses,  which  are  rented  out,  and  there 
is  room  for  five  more,  this  forms  the  nucleus  of  a  substantial  invest- 
ment, yielding  a  good  interest.  In  pursuance  of  the  scheme  reported 
to  the  last  Council,  Dr.  Porter  has,  during  the  year,  secured  the  contri- 
bution of  some  $1,300,  in  Charleston,  on  $50,  $100  and  $200  bonds,  pay- 
able some  in  five  years,  and  some  in  ten.  This  has  been  an  exceed- 
ingly trying  year  financially,  as  we  all  know,  but  it  does  seem  there 
ought  to  be  at  least  one  thousand  persons  in  all  this  Church,  wno  can 
give  at  least  $65.80  in  ten  years  ($6.58  per  annum)  to  such  an  object. 
With  this  there  would  be  a  greater  probability  of  interesting  others 
abroad,  and  if  this  work,  from  which  this  Diocese  has  derived  such  ben- 
efits, is  to  live  after  the  demise  of  its  founder,  and  continue  to  do  its 
beneficent  work,  it  must  be  endowed.  We  wish  we  could  reach  the 
hearts  of  all  our  members  ;  the  work  speaks  for  itself.

Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  as  follows  : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THl 

SOUTH. 

Your  Trustees  respectfully  report  that  they  visited  the  University  in 
August  last,  attending  the  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Notwithstanding  the  more  than  usual  depression  which  befell  all,  at 
least  philanthropic,  institutions  during  the  past  two  years,  the  Uni- 
versity has  certainly  lost  no  ground,  and  in  some  particulars  has 
gained.  This,  as  we  believe,  has  been  due  in  large  measure  to  the  un- 
tiring zeal  and  wise  administration  of  Vice-Chancellor  Wiggins.  It  is 
but  just  that  this  grateful,  even  though  brief,  testimony  be  recorded, 

The  Grammar  School :  Reporting  to  the  Board  upon  the  condition 
of  this  school,  the  Committee  of  Trustees  said  :  "  It  has  been  the  un- 
usual and  grateful  experience  of  your  committee  to  find  no  occasion  to 
present  resolutions  to  the  Board  upon  any  subject  connected  with  the 
Grammar  School,  and  their  duty  has  been  simply  to  examine  and 
verify  the  favorable  estimates  which  have  been  found  in  every  quarter, 
touching  the  work  of  the  present  Master.  There  seems  every  reason 
to  believe  that,  both  in  the  courses  of  the  school,  and  in  the  domestic 
life  of  the  students,  the  administration  of  Mr.  Bain  has  achieved  the 
utmost  success  and  the  happiest  conditions  ;  and  your  committee  feels 
that  the  Grammar  School,  as  now  operated,  is  a  cause  of  just  pride,  and 
should  continue  a  strong  source  of  supply  to  the  University."  A  re- 
cent letter  from  the  Vice-Chancellor  informs  us  that  so  great  has  been 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  he  has  been  compelled  to  build 
eleven  additional  rooms  in  the  dormitory.  The  entire  building  has 
been  repaired  and  repainted. 

The  Academic  Department :  Here  again  we  are  able  to  report  an 
increase  in  attendance  over  former  years,  and  a  steady  improvement 
in  the  diligence  and  attention  of  the  students.  The  Dean  in  his  report 
last  summer  said:  "Few  serious  breaches  of  discipline  have  occurred," 
and  adds  the  grateful  testimony,  that  "  this  good  result  is  obtained 
rather  from  the  fine  character  of  the  students  than  from  the  efficiency 
of  our  proctorial  system  or  from  the  effective  working  of  licensed 
boarding  halls.''  The  Faculty,  at  the  same  time,  recommended  to  the 
Board  the  erection  of  halls  of  residence  for  the  students,  which  would 
accommodate  from  50  to  100,  and,  by  concentration,  not  only  enable  the 
authorities  to  exercise  a  more  responsible  oversight  of  discipline,  but 
greatly  reduce  the  expenses  of  living  at  Sewanee.  and  therefore  of  ed- 
ucation. Such  a  change  in  our  established  custom  was  found  to  be 
essential  if  the  University  is  to  meet  the  changed  circumstances  of 
those  from  whom  she  draws  her  patronage.  Moreover,  such  halls, 
owned  by  the  University,  would  immediately  become  sources  of  no 
small  revenue,  and  would  thus  form  part  of  a  permanent  endowment. 
The  V.  C's.  recent  letter  informs  us  that  this  design  is  to  be  effected 
much  sooner  than  we  dared  hope  for.  Through  the  generosity  of  the 
heirs  of  the  late  Dr.  Chas.  F.  Hoffman,  the  money,  (about  150,000,)  has 
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been  given  for  a  splendid  dormitory  soon  to  be  erected  upon  a  con- 
venient site.  In  this  connection  we  again  quote  from  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor's letter:  "  Last  fall  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Quintard,  a  brother  of  the 
Bishop,  gave  me  $5,000  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  Walsh  Memorial  Hall, 
and  recently  a  lady  has  written  me  expressing  her  wish  to  turn  over 
at  once  property  to  the  University,  the  value  of  which  is  in  excess  of 
$5,000,  with  a  prospective  value  of  a  much  larger  sum.'' 

Law  and  Medicine  :  These  schools  have  held  their  own  in  the 
number  of  scholars,  and,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  criticism  of  competent 
judges,  have  done  thoroughly  good  work.  They  have  never,  as  yet, 
paid  their  own  expenses,  though  it  is  not  surprising,  as  there  are  few 
schools  of  the  kind,  connected  with  universities,  but  are  carried  by 
those  universities.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  maintained  them  be- 
cause it  is  felt  that  only  through  such  schools  can  the  grade  of  scholar- 
ship in  these  professions  be  elevated  to  the  standard  which  they 
should  hold. 

Theological  Department:  The  committee  of  the  Board,  at  its  last 
meeting,  to  which  was  entrusted  the  duty  of  examining  the  affairs  of 
this  school,  strongly  and  rightly  said  :  The  University  of  the  South, 
being  a  Church  University,  designed  to  emphasize  Church  training, 
naturally  that  department  which  fits  and  prepares  young  men  for  the 
ministry  demands  our  best  care  and  attention." 

The  report  notes,  and  this  is  later  reafflmed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor's 
recent  letter,  that  the  number  of  students  has  greatly  increased,  and 
the  prospects  of  a  still  greater  increase  are  good.  But,  the  report  con- 
tinues, "  It  is  disappointing  to  find  the  following  in  the  report  of  the 
Dean  :  "  In  view  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  Professors  discharges  the 
responsible  duties  of  Chaplain  to  the  University,  and  that  another  is  in 
charge  of  a  chair  in  the  Academic  Department,  it  cannot  be  claimed 
that  there  are  no  gaps  or  deficiencies  in  the  course  of  instruction. 
There  are  important  subjects  to  which  insufficient  attention  is 
given,  and  some  that  are,  of  necessity,  wholly  neglected.  *  *  It  would 
appear  advisable  to  have  at  least  one  more  Professor  in  this  depart- 
ment, and  also  that  the  two  Professors  now  having  outside  duties,  be 
allowed  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  this  department.  While  it  is 
painful  to  speak  of  the  deficiencies  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  the 
Theological  Department,  it  is  more  painful  to  speak  of  the  indifference 
with  which  this  department  has  been  treated  by  the  Dioceses  which 
have  undertaken  to  support  it.  Your  committee  hopes  there  will  be 
no  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Dioceses  to  pay  the  amount  apportioned 
in  the  future."  The  deficiency  referred  to  in  the  professorial  staff  has 
been,  at  least  in  a  measure,  supplied  since  the  meeting  of  the  Board. 
The  Vice-Chancellor  writes  :  "  The  teaching  force  has  been  strength- 
ened by  an  instructor  in  Hebrew,  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Sparks,  B.  D., 
of  Kentucky,  who  comes  to  us  from  the  Johns  Hopkins.''  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  learn  from  the  same  source  that  "  the  Dioceses  are  paying  their 
assessments  to  the  Theological  Department  better  than  in  former 
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years,"  and  if  this  continues  and  interest  increases,  it  is  safe  to  predict 
that  we  will  one  day  be  able  to  report  a  Theological  School  as  nearly 
perfect  as  human  skill  can  make  it.  This  is  the  point  at  which  we  are 
now  aiming,  but  it  cannot  be  reached  without  the  increasing  co-opera- 
tion of  Churchmen  throughout  our  Dioceses.  Your  trustees  are  more 
and  more  convinced  as  time  affords  us  larger  experience  and  wider 
observation,  that  if  we  are  to  have  our  chancels  occupied  by  an  effi- 
cient and  tenacious  clergy,  we  must  ourselves  supply  the  men  and  edu- 
cate them  amid  surroundings  which  will  fit  them  for  the  peculiar  con- 
ditions of  our  work.  How  can  we  emphasize  this  conviction?  How, 
indeed,  better  than  by  reminding  you  of  these  conditions,  and  of  our 
own  experience  here  in  South  Carolina?  The  work  of  the  clergy  here 
is  no  sinecure.  This  Diocese  is  almost  exclusively  missionary  ground. 
The  power  of  adaptability  is  an  essential  in  him  who  is  successfully  to 
occupy  the  field.  Such  a  power  necessitates  an  intimate  knowledge  of 
our  people  and  of  their  conditions.  Our  work  is,  to  say  the  least,  a 
difficult  work,  in  which  the  very  resources  of  work  are  to  be  some- 
how made  by  him  who  succeeds  in  it;  and  where  resourcesare  lacking 
the  want  of  them  must  be  supplied  by  that  indomitable  energy  which 
only  the  most  steadfast  love  of  the  priest  for  his  people,  can  beget. 
Such  a  love,  which  enduies  all  things  and  hopes  all  things,  is  more 
surely  than  elsewhere  to  be  found  in  the  sons  of  our  own  Diocese,  who 
love  their  brethren  first  and  foremost,  because  they  are  their  brethren, 
and  who  are  therefore  willing  to  suffer  any  and  all  discouragements, 
any  and  all  privations,  that  they  may  remain  in  the  household  of  their 
birth  and  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  brethren  whom  they  love, 
whom  they  understand,  and  who  understand  them.  A  ministry  of 
this  character  we  now  have,  and  we  have  it  in  our  power  to  continue. 
We  believe  this  can  only  be  accomplished,  conditions  being  what  they 
are,  by  the  education  of  our  candidates  in  our  own  Theological  School. 
Our  experience  convinces  us  that  Sewanee  has  actually  accomplished 
this  end,  so  much  to  be  desired.  We  are  not  intending  to  institute  any 
comparisons  whatever  of  the  faithful  clergy  of  our  Diocese,  among 
whom  are  many  from  other  schools,  when  we  thus  press  our  conviction 
that  the  hope  for  South  Carolina  of  a  steadfast  clergy,  is  centered  in 
our  Seminary  at  Sewanee.  The  Vice-Chancellor  writes  us  that  the 
number  of  students  there  has  greatly  increased,  that  no  Diocese  ha3  so 
great  an  increase  of  candidates  as  our  own,  and  that  our  students  are 
among  the  very  best.  In  both  faculty  and  student  body,  South  Caro- 
lina men  largely  constitute  the  strength  of  that  school.  The  opportu- 
nity is  therefore  before  us  ;  it  is  literally  upon  us.  We  have  the  can- 
didates, and  we  have  the  sort  of  education  that  thoroughly  well  fits 
them  for  our  work.  What  we  sadly  lack  is  the  money  to  support  our 
candidates  during  their  course  of  preparation.  We  know  that  this 
lack  is  a  heavy  burden,  weighing  upon  the  heart  of  our  beloved  Bishop. 
It  cannot  be  that  the  Council  is  aware  of  the  real  gravity  of  this  sub- 
ject.   We  respectfully  urge  it  upon  your  attention,  and  that  this  may 
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be  done  immediately,  we  ask  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution, 
which  seeks  to  gain  for  the  subject  a  thorough  investigation  and  defi- 
nite action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council,  immediately  upon  the  conclusion  of 
this  report,  take  up  the  matter  of  theological  education,  and  of  the 
support  of  our  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  resolution  appended  to  this  report  was,  on  motion  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  adopted. 

The  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  D„  Dean  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  addressed  the 
Council  on  the  subject  of  Theological  Education  at  Sewanee. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  to 
whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  rela- 
ting to  Theological  Education,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THEOLOGICAL  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress with  regard  to  the  support  of  Theological  students,  respect- 
fully report : 

The  Bishop  has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  a  subject 
of  vital  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  It 
is  evident  to  all  men,  that,  under  God,  the  extension  and  power  of  the 
Church  largely  depends  on  the  ability,  zeal,  activity  and  spirituality 
ot  the  clergy,  and  a  due  supply  of  learned  and  godly  ministers  is  the 
basic  object  upon  which  the  attention  of  the  laity,  as  well  as  the 
clergy,  should  concentrate.  New  life,  the  hopefulness  and  enter- 
prize  of  youth,  is  constantly  needed  to  stimulate  the  energies  of  the 
Church.  The  old  grow  older  faster  as  the  years  pass  by,  and  the 
time  comes  when,  though  they  are  still  with  us,  they  cannot  be 
what  they  have  been.  The  thought  of  the  age,  the  movements  of 
the  day,  theological,  ecclesiastical,  social  and  economic,  are  all  in 
advance,  and  those  who  are  leaders,  must  be  fitted  to  lead.  In  this 
Diocese,  as  everywhere,  the  field  is  white  for  the  harvest.  There  is 
an  abundance  of  unoccupied  ground,  into  which  to  send  laborers, 
and  as  it  is  evident,  from  the  Bishop's  report,  it  is  a  subject  which 
gives  him  much  concern.  He  could  fill  his  Diocese  with  men  broken 
down  in  health,  seeking  a  change  of  climate,  or  men  unsuccessful, 
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seeking  employment, — but  this  material  does  not  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Church.  It  is  from  within  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese, 
from  the  families  of  the  faithful  laity,  that  the  Bishop  must  look  for 
a  permanent  and  continued  supply.  In  the  depressed  financial  con- 
dition of  the  people,  it  often  occurs  that  most  worthy  and  desirable 
men  present  themselves  to  the  Bishop  to  become  postulants,  who  are 
unable  to  prosecute  their  studies  at  the  Theological  Seminaries,  with- 
out pecuniary  assistence.  which  their  families  are  unable  to  afford  ; 
and  unless  the  Bishop  has,  at  his  disposal,  a  fund,  he  is  unable  to  ac- 
cept men  he  would  gladly  have.  The  laity  should  be  informed  that 
the  Bishop  does  not  now,  nor  does  he  intend,  to  assist  any  boy  at  a 
preparatory  school  or  at  college,  looking  to  become  a  candidate  for  holy 
orders— which,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  is  a  wise  policy. 
A  boy  at  school,  or  a  youth  at  college,  is  seldom  so  mature  or  settled 
in  his  convictions  as  to  warrant  the  Bishop  to  draw  upon  the  benev- 
olence of  the  Church  in  supporting  him  through  years,  sometimes 
at  a  cost  of  $1,000,  when,  at  last,  he  does  not  honestly  feel  that  the 
ministry  is  his  vocation.  And  the  aid  now  sought  is  only  for  those 
who  have  been  recommended  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, as  fit  and  proper  persons  to  become  candidates.  Nor  is  this 
done  without  due  consideration.  The  Bishop  first  determines 
whether,  in  his  judgment,  an  applicant  to  him  is  desirable  :  if  so, 
he  grants  him  permission  to  apply  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  a 
recommendation,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  each  and  every  member  of 
that  Committee  to  satisfy  himself  before  he  signs  the  required  canon- 
ical testimonials.  The  applicant  brings  to  the  Standing  Committee 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  with  certificates  from  his  Rector  and  a 
majority  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  to  which  he  belongs.  But  it  is 
by  no  means  obligatory  on  the  Standing  Committee,  even  with  these 
testimonials,  to  sign  a  recommendation  ;  they  must  be  them- 
selves satisfied.  Thus  has  the  Church  guarded  the  sacred 
office.  Now  all  this  being  done,  our  Bishop  gives  us  the  in- 
formation that  he  has  thirteen  candidates  for  Holy  Orders, 
five  of  whom  are  absolutely  dependent  upon  the  Church  for  as- 
sistance in  full,  and  one  in  part.  It  will  be  observed  that  of 
these  thirteen,  some  are  supporting  themselves— and  if  the  cost  of 
schooling,  college  course  and  theological  education  is  computed,  it 
will  be  seen  how  much  each  of  these  candidates  is  contributing  to 
the  treasury  of  the  Church,  when  they  are  ready  to  give  themselves 
to  her  service,  to  receive  a  most  meagre  support  all  the  days  of  their 
life.  The  Bishop  only  asks  that  the  Church  will  supplement  these 
voluntary  gifts  of  those  who  support  themselves,  by  adding  to  the 
roll  of  the  clergy  deserving  men,  who  cannot  be  ordained  without 
this  aid  during  their  preparation.  The  Diocese  is  informed  in  the 
Bishop's  Address  of  the  sources  from  whence  he  draws  his  supply  of 
means.  He  has  omitted  one  source,  which  our  late  beloved  Bishop 
felt  constrained  to  call  upon,    At  his  annual  visitations,  instead  of 
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applying  the  offerings  to  this  object,  the  pressing  overwhelming 
needs  of  the  Diocese  have  forced  the  Bishop  to  turn  them  over  to  the 
Missions  of  the  Diocese,  so  sadly  in  need.  This  leaves  him  at  pres- 
ent with  the  need  of  $1,350  to  supply  the  now  pressing  claims  upon 
him,  and  this  prevents  him  from  extending  aid  to  any  others  who 
may  apply.  To  meet  this  he  has  received  from  invested  funds  $596.78 
and  from  Sunday  offerings  $143.84,  from  the  Advancement  Society 
$310.60,  making  a  total  of  $1,050.62— leaving  a  deficiency  of  $300. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  of  this  $1,050.62,  only  $143.84  was  derived 
from  the  gifts  of  the  living  Church— of  which  the  Bishop  supplied 
$305.  The  remainder  was  derived  from  funds  invested,  which  had 
been  contributed  by  pious  donors  long  since  dead. 

There  are  three  scholarships,  amounting  to  $7,125.22,  from  which 
a  net  income  of  only  $252.18  was  derived,  which  is  only  CJ  per  cent. 
The  Pringle-Frost  Scholarship  of  $3,000  yielded  $144,  a  little  over  4£ 
per  cent.  From  the  Converse  Bond,  $10,000,  which  yields  7  per  cent., 
$200  was  given  the  Bishop,  and  $500  went  to  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment at  Sewanee.  This  Converse  Bond  was  given  for  the  purchase 
of  the  building  in  Spartanburg,  given  by  the  late  James  T.  Wels- 
man,  of  Charleston,  for  theological  purposes. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Bishop 
be  requested,  to  make  it  a  condition  of  aid  in  every  case,  that  the  re- 
cipient shall  give  his  pledge  that  he  will  give  five  years  at  least  to 
work  in  this  Diocese.  For  present  necessities,  we  would  recommend 
that  four  hundred  dollars  of  the  Converse  interest  be  given  to  the 
Bishop,  and  that  three  hundred  dollars  be  sent  to  the  Theological 
Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  that  the  Parishes 
be  called  upon  for  the  remaining  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  Uni- 
versity. This  Diocese  is  assessed  $500  for  the  University,  and  having 
this  fund  so  conveniently  at  hand,  the  object  has  dropped  out  of  the 
attention  of  the  Church  ;  by  again  calling  on  the  Parishes  for  the 
small  sum  of  $200,  a  greater  interest  will  be  excited  in  the  Diocese, 
and  with  so  many  able  representatives  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Sewanee  now  at  work  in  this  Diocese,  it  ought  not  to  be  difficult 
to  raise  this  insignificant  sum.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  that  $10,000  will  be  paid,  and  it  is  not 
probable  that  the  sum  can  be  reinvested  at  7  per  cent.  When  a 
smaller  income  is  derived,  the  Bishop  must  be  cut  off  in  part  or  in 
whole,  or  the  University  must  lose  the  appropriation.  It  would  be 
well,  then,  to  begin  now  to  re-educate  the  Diocese  in  giving  to  this 
most  important  object.  We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  holding 
these  scholarships  in  trust  for  this  Convention,  be  requested  to  use 
ah  diligence  to  re-invest  the  funds  in  such  legal  securities  as  they 
can  procure,  whereby  a  larger  income  may  be  derived,  and,  with  the 
Bishop's  permission,  we  will  present  a  letter  from  the  Chancellor  on 
this  subject :

Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Anderson,  S.  C: 
Dear  Bishop — In  your  recent  letter  to  me,  you  ask  my  opinion  as 
to  the  investment  of  funds  held  by  the  Advancement  Society  in  trust 
for  the  Bishop's  Fund.  I  can  find  no  statute  prescribing  the  invest- 
ments to  be  made  of  this  particular  fund.  It  may  be  that  the  donors 
prescribed  the  character  of  the  investment  of  their  gifts.  In  either 
case  the  particular  directions  would  have  to  be  followed.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  such,  investment  must  be  made  according  to  the  general 
law  governing  investments  by  trustees.  That  law  in  England  has 
been  very  strict,  but  the  requirements  of  the  English  law  prevail  in 
very  few  States  of  the  Union.  Our  own  law,  that  is  to  say  the  law 
of  South  Carolina,  requires  the  utmost  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the 
trustee,  and  yet  his  discretion  is  not  unlimited.  So  that  the  rule  re- 
quires good  faith  within  the  limits  of  the  discretion  imposed  by  the 
law.  As  to  what  these  limits  are,  there  has  been  some  difference  in 
the  cases.  Without  referring  to  them,  I  will  say  that  loans  on  per- 
sonal notes  without  sureties,  and  on  incumbered  real  estate  have 
generally  been  disapproved  ;  loans  on  unincumbered  real  estate,  and 
personal  bonds,  with  good  sureties,  have  been  sustained.  Invest- 
ments in  the  stocks  of  private  corporations,  or  in  any  speculative 
enterprises,  are  not  approved.  Investments  in  public  securities, 
(State,  County  or  City),  in  good  marketable  standing,  are  approved. 
There  is  a  special  statute  which  authorizes  the  investment  of  trust 
funds  in  State  bonds  and  stocks,  but  it  does  not  command  such  in- 
vestments, nor  prohibit  others. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the.funds  to  which  your  letter  reters,  if  now  in 
the  form  of  money,  could  be  safely  and  legally  invested  in  any  State, 
County,  City  or  Town  securities,  in  good  standing,  or  in  mortgages  of 
unincumbered  real  estate,  with  reasonable  margin.  If  now  invested 
in  State  Stock  and  Charleston  City  Stock,  I  feel  sure  the  Courts  would 
authorize  a  change  of  investment  into  other  securities  of  good  stand- 
ing, yielding  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  if  proper  application  were 
made  for  such  change.  The  law  certainly  does  not  regard  the  secu- 
rities of  any  municipality  of  the  State,  as  better  than  the  securities 
of  its  other  municipalities. 

But  I  repeat  what  I  said  above,  that  if  there  is  any  special  statute 
directing  the  investment  of  this  particular  fund,  the  directions  of 
that  statute  must  be  followed.  If  there  is  any  such  statute,  I  have 
overlooked  it.  Or  if  the  donors  of  this  fund  have  named  the  securi- 
ties in  which  their  gifts  should  be  invested,  those  directions  cannot 
be  departed  from.

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We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  be, 
and  are,  hereby,  requested  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  of  $500 
to  the  Bishop,  for  this  purpose,  out  of  the  funds  in  their  hands,which 
were  raised  with  one  of  the  specific  objects  to  provide  for  Theologi- 
cal education. 

In  conclusion,  we  ask  whether  the  living  Church  of  the  day  is 
willing  that  the  beneficence  of  the  dead  shall  in  large  measure  pro- 
vide for  the  needs  of  the  Church  in  this  matter;  shall  they  supply 
the  means  for  the  preparation  of  men  who  are  to  minister  to  us 
and  to  our  children,  while  we  contribute  the  small  sum  of  $144.  And 
we  would  urgently  beg  all  the  Rectors  and  members  of  the  Diocese, 
to  endeavor  to  raise  at  least  $500  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Bishop  to  supply  this  essential  need. 

To  recapitulate,  we  propose, 

That  from  the  Converse  Scholarship  be  paid  $400 

We  ask  the  Advancement  Society  for   500 

We  ask  the  Diocese  to  raise   500 

We  are  sure  that  the  $10,125.22  can  be  re-invested  wisely  and  well 
to  yield  an  income  of  at  least  $500,  against  an  income  now 
of  $396.    If  so  done,  income  from  vested  fund  of   500 

$1,900 

Which  can  be  done  by  united  effort.  It  would  take  a  great  burden 
from  the  Bish<  p,  and  make  him  happy.  It  would  help  to  supply  the 
Diocese  with  clergymen,  and  it  only  requires  the  solemn  determina- 
tion of  every  man  among  us  and  it  will  be  done  with  love.  We 
offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

(1)  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested  to  require 
of  every  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  assisted  by  him,  a  written  pledge 
that  he  will  remain  in  the  Diocese  five  years  after  ordination. 

(2)  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be,  and  hereby  are,  re- 
quested to  pay  to  the  Bishop  $400  of  the  income  of  the  Converse 
bond. 

(3)  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  hold- 
ing funds  in  the  three  scholarships,  the  Gates,  the  Dehon  and  the 
Bowen,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  holding  funds  for  same  pur- 
pose, are  requested  to  use  all  diligence  to  secure  more  profitable  in- 
vestments strictly  within  the  law,  as  per  letter  of  the  Chancellor. 

(4)  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Advancement  Society  are 
requested  by  this  Council  to  make  an  annual  appropriation  of  at 
least  $500,  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop  for  Theological  education. 

(5)  Resolved.  That  the  clergy  are  requested  to  raise,  if  possible,  at 
least  $500  annually  for  this  object. 
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(6)  Resolved^  That  the  laity  of  the  Diocese  are  urgently  asked  by 
his  Council  to  respond  to  the  appeals  of  the  clergy,  remembering 
that  they  will  thereby  relieve  their  Bishop  of  a  heavy  burden,  while 
they  are  doing  their  part  in  providing  for  the  future  ministrations  at 
the  altars  of  this  Church  in  this  Diocese.

The  resolutions  appended  to  this  report  were  adopted,  with 
the  exception  of  the  2nd,  which  was  lost — and  the  5th,  which, 
on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  was  amended  so  as  to  read  : 
"That  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  be  requested  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $500  towards  the  support  of  Theological  students  at 
Sewanee,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  resolution,  that  the 
Council  request  the  Bishop  to  appoint  a  clergyman  or  layman, 
as  his  agent,  to  represent  him  in  the  carrying  out  of  this  reso- 
lution." 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Can tey  Johnson  as 
his  agent,  in  accordance  with  the  above  resolution. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  carried  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  revise  the  list  of  offer- 
ings appointed  by  the  Council,  so  that  the  object  of  Theological  Edu- 
cation shall  appear  as  one  of  the  regular  offerings." 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  presented  their 
report  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
certain  portions  of  the  Bishop's  Address,  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  that  Canon  V  be  amended, 
by  striking  out  in  Section  1,  all  after  "  Parish  "  in  the  first  line  to 
"  can  "  in  the  third  line;  from  "  Minister  "  in  the  fourth  line  to  "  it " 
in  the  fifth  ;  also  from  "  Bishop  "  in  sixth  to  "  and  "  in  the  seventh  ; 
and  all  after  "  Parish,"  to  the  end  of  the  Section  :  so  that  it  will  read  : 
"  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no  longer  pro- 
vide for  the  support  of  a  Minister  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop 
to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish 

The  Committee  also  recommend  that  items  1  and  G,  in  the  First  Rule 
of  Order,  be  stricken  out. 

They  ask  that  further  time  be  given  for  the  consideration  of  the 
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amendment  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  and  referred  to  them,  by  Rev. 
J.  D.  McCollough. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  first  recommendation  concerning  Canon  V  was  carried 
unanimously,  by  a  vote  by  orders,  nineteen  of  the  clergy,  and 
eleven  Parishes  voting. 

The  second  recommendation  of  the  Committee  concerning 
items  one  and  six  of  the  First  Rule  of  Order,  was  carried  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

The  Committee  also  reported  favorably,  on  changes  and 
amendments,  as  indicated  on  pages  116  and  117,  Journal 
1896.  On  a  vote  by  orders  being  taken,  fifteen  clergy  voted, 
and  nine  parishes,  all  affirmatively — a  quorum  of  parishes  not 
voting,  therefore  the  report  was  not  adopted. 

Mr.  McCrady  moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
carried  ; 

"  Whereas,  the  growing  disregard  of  human  life  has  caused  the  crime 
of  homicide  to  become  more  and  more  prevalent  and  flagrant  in  our 
land,  until  the  bloodguiltiness  of  our  people  has  become  an  offense  and 
crying  shame  to  the  sensibilities  of  the  Church  and  State  ;  and 

Believing  that  public  opinion  should  be  greatly  influenced,  and  can 
be  most  safely  formed,  upon  the  principles  of  Christian  morality — 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  do  express  its  solemn  condemnation  of 
this  terrible  evil,  and  in  order  to  arouse  a  wholesome  public  senti- 
ment upon  this  most  serious  subject, 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  call  upon  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  preach  upon  some  Sunday,  to  be  appointed 
by  him,  against  the  awful  crime. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  issue  an  address 
praying,  in  the  name  of  this  Council,  the  co-operation  of  the  clergy  of 
all  churches  and  religious  denominations  in  this  effort,  and  requesting 
them  to  join  the  clergy  of  this  Church  upon  one  day  to  be  so  appointed, 
in  preaching  upon  one  subject,  and  appealing  to  the  people  of  the 
State  to  put  away  the  curse  of  bloodguiltiness,  which  cries  out,  alas  ! 
from  the  land,  against  us." 

Mr.  A.  C.  Haskell  asked  that  it  be  recorded  that  he  voted 
against  Mr.  McCrady 's  motion. 

On  motion  Council  took  a  recess  until  4  o'clock  P.  M. 
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4  o'clock  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  resolution  of  the 
Hon.  James  Aldrich  [j>g.  37,  Journal,  1896,)  asked,  through 
Mr.  ¥m.  M.  Bird,  to  be  continued  to  the  next  Council. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  moved  that  when  Council  adjourn,  it 
adjourn  to  meet  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  1898  A. 
D.  Carried. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  for  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred 
that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  concerning  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  reported  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address,  in  which  suggestions  are  made  concerning  the  offices  of  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Diocese,  respectfully  report: 

The  Bishop  impressively  declared  his  conviction  that  the  Church 
must  make  a  larger  demand  upon  the  time  of  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  give  him  authority  and  means  to 
become  the  active  agent  of  the  Board  in  visiting  all  parts  of  the  Dio- 
cese, &c. 

It  is,  of  course,  impracticable  to  provide  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  who  shall  devote  his  time  to  this  work  alone,  simply  be- 
cause the  Church  is  not  able  to  support  a  man  for  this  work.  It  is 
therefore  suggested  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  be  also  made 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Your  committee 
heartily  endorse  this  suggestion,  and  respectfully  begs  leave  to  amend 
it  so  that  the  office  of  Registrar  shall  be  also  combined.  These  three 
offices  are  so  closely  related  in  their  duties  that  it  is  conceivable  that 
the  prosecution  of  the  labors  of  them  will  be  aided  by  the  combina- 
tion. We  believe  it  essential  to  the  orderly  and  expeditious  work  of 
the  Diocese,  that  the  work  thus  outlined  be  concentrated  under  the 
immediate  oversight  of  the  Bishop,  who  is  the  head  and  centre  of 
Church  life  in  his  Diocese.  The  real  practical  difficulty  is  the  mat- 
ter of  a  salary  for  this  officer.    We  believe  this  can  be  met  as  follows  : 

The  Secretary  of  Council  receives  $200. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  receives  $200. 

We  suggest  that  the  Registrar,  whose  duties  will  embrace  those  of 
Secretary  of  the  Bishop,  be  given  a  salary  of  $400,  to  be  raised  by  an  ad- 
ditional assessments  of  Council  dues,  of  about  10  cents  per  communi- 
cant. It  is  understood  from  his  Address,  that  the  Bishop  will  com- 
plete the  salary  with  $300.  We  respectfully  offer  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 
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Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  requested  to  elect  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  should  anything  occur  to  prevent  the  carrying  out 
of  this  request,  the  Bishop  be  authorized  to  take  such  steps  as  will  put 
into  practical  operation  the  suggestions  which  are  here  made. 

Resolved,  That  an  additional  assessment,  upon  the  basis  of  10  cents 
per  communicant,  be  made  upon  the  parishes  and  missions,  for  the 
salary  of  the  above  officer." 

The  resolutions  appended  to  this  report  were  carried,  and 
on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Evans,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried  : 

"  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  Clergy  and 
Delegates  should  attend  the  sessions  of  Council  with  the  purpose  of 
remaining:  until  the  business  of  the  Council  is  completed,  and  that  no 
member  shall  consider  himself  at  liberty  to  absent  himself,  either  tem- 
porarily or  permanently,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or  other 
presiding  officer,  until  all  business  is  disposed  of." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Evans  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  carried  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be,  and  are,  hereby, 
tendered,  to  the  Rector  and  congregation,  and  to  the  community  at 
Anderson,  for  the  cordial  and  generous  hospitality  extended  to  the 
members  of  this  Council,  and  to  the  Railroads  for  their  courtesies,  both 
coming  and  returning." 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  750  copies 
of  the  Journal  printed. 

The  minutes  of  to-day's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Council,  after  a  few  parting  words  from  the 
Bishop,  and  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  and  prayers, 
adjourned  sine  die.

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BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


May,  1897. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  unto  you,  from  God  our  Father, 
and  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ ! 

We  are,  met  together,  beloved,  in  the  one  hundred  and 
seventh  annual  Council  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina,  and  for  the  second  time  in  the  Parish  of  Grace 
Church,  Anderson. 

The  mention  of  Anderson  occurs  for  the  first  time,  in  our 
Journals,  n  the  report  of  the  Rev.  Andrew  Cornish,  then 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Pendleton,  February,  1849.  Mr. 
Cornish  reports  that  he  had  visited  the  little  flock  at  Ander- 
son on  two  occasions,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to 
seven  communicants,  and  remarks:  "  At  Anderson  Court 
House  there  are  five  families  belonging  to  the  Church  and 
seven  communicants — the  nucleus,  we  trust,  of  a  large  and 
flourishing  congregation." 

The  name  of  the  Parish,  "  Grace  Church,"  is  first  recorded 
in  the  list  of  Parishes  in  the  Journal  of  1851,  and  the  follow- 
ing year,  1852,  Mr.  Cornish  makes  the  first  report,  as  follows  ; 

"  Communicants,  6  whites  ;  Holy  Communion,  once  ;  Jubilee  Offering, 
$1.75  ;  Divine  service,  two  Sundays  ;  two  other  days.  This  little  flock 
has,  within  the  year,  been  reduced  by  removals,  yet  the  few  who  re- 
main earnestly  desire  to  enjoy,  in  fuller  measure,  the  privileges  and 
blessings  of  their  Church.  And  would  to  God  some  suitable  minister 
of  the  Church  might  be  found  willing  to  come  and  reside  among  them. 

Anderson  is  a  growing  place,  and  our  brethren  there  need  more  fre- 
quent services  than  I  can  render  them. 

Such  was  the  prospect  of  this  Parish  in  1849  and  1852. 
And  howT  was  it  in  other  sections  of  our  Piedmont  belt  ? 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  McCollough,  then  a  Deacon,  reports  to  the 
Convention  that  at  Glenn  Springs  there  had  been  erected 
"the  exterior  of  a  church,"  where  we  had  three  families,  two 
white,  and  one  colored,  communicants,  and  at  Spartanburg  no 
church  building,  10  families  and  9  communicants. 

At  Greenville,  there  were  4G  families,  49  white,  and  12 
colored  communicants. 

At  Pendleton,  25  families,  36  white  and  4  colored  commu- 
nicants. 

At  AfifteviUe,  20  families,  18  white  and  18  colored  commu- 
nicants ;  a. total  of  109  families.  123  white  and  35  colored  com- 
municants. Two  Presbyters  and  one  Deacon  ministered  in 
these  congregations.  In  the  same  territory  to-day,  we  have 
reported  to  the  last  Council  of  the  Diocese,  418  families  and 
over  1,000  communicants.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  383 
per  cent,  in  families,  and  about  600  per  cent,  in  communicants. 
The  population  of  the  State  in  1852  was  about  683,000,  and 
at  present  about  1,250,000,  an  increase  at  the  rate  of  about  54 
per  cent. ;  so  that  while  our  population  in  South  Carolina  has 
increased  in  the  last  forty-five  years  at  the  rate  of  54  per  cent,, 
our  communicants  in  the  Piedmont  belt,  west  of  the  Water- 
ree,  have  increased  600  per  cent. 

Bishop  Gadsden,  in  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1852, 
speaking  of  the  increase  in  the  clergy  and  congregations  in 
the  Diocese  from  1816  to  1852,  remarks,  that  the  former  (the 
clergy)  had  increased  from  18  to  65,  and  the  congregations 
from  26  to  56.  The  ratio  of  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
State  between  1816  and  1852  being  less  than  50  per  cent,  while 
the  clergy  had  increased  nearly  300  per  cent.,  and  the  congre- 
gations more  than  100  per  cent.  Of  the  65  clergy  on  the 
roll  of  clergy  in  1852,  forty  were  on  the  sea  coast,  and  four  in 
the  Piedmont  belt,  west  of  the  Wateree. 

The  Bishop  reports,  that  of  the  29  counties  of  the  State, 
(then  called  Districts,)  "  twelve  were  without  a  single  minister 
of  our  Communion,''  and  fifteen  of  the  clergy  were  doing 
missionary  work.  The  Bishop  continues  :  "It  should  be  our 
endeavor  promptly  to  place  in  each  district,  at  the  Court 
House  village,  or  other  central  position,  at  least  one  minister, 
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and  our  zeal  and  liberality  will  not  have  met  the  just  claim  of 
our  duty  to  the  Diocese,  and  of  our  great  privileges  as  mem- 
bers of  it,  until  the  word  of  God,  and  the  Sacraments  of  His 
Church,  and  the  godly  counsel  and  advice  of  His  Holy  minis- 
try are.  placed  within  the  reach  (not  farther  distant  than  a 
Sabbath  day's  journey)  of  every  individual  within  our  borders, 
who  desires  or  may  desire  them.  If  each  member  of  our 
Church  would  contribute  in  proportion  to  his  means,  this  pur- 
pose would  soon  be  effected.'' 

Forty -five  years  have  passed  since  the  good  Bishop  plead 
with  his  people  to  extend  the  borders  of  Zion  to  every  county 
of  the  State,  and  yet  his  prayer  has  not  been  fully  granted,  for 
one  county  still  remains,  where  we  have  not  even  an  unorgan- 
ized mission,  the  old  county  of  Horry. 

Looking  over  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  in  the 
year  under  review,  (1852,)  and  comparing  it  with  the  condi- 
tions of  the  present,  what  changes  have  been  wrought !  Then 
there  were  forty  clergy  in  Charleston,  and  on  the  sea  coast,  in 
the  counties  of  Georgetown,  Colleton  and  Beaufort ;  now 
there  are  but  sixteen.  Then,  there  were  twelve  active  clergy 
in  the  middle  portion  of  the  Diocese,  and  on  the  Pee  Dee ; 
now  there  are  fourteen.  Then  there  were  four  clergy  above 
Columbia,  west  of  the  Wateree  ;  now  there  are  ten. 

The  white  communicants  of  the  Church  numbered  2,730  in 
1852,  and  the  amount  reported  by  the  Bishop,  "  For  missions 
in  our  own  State,''  aggregated  $1,070,  contributed  by  sixteen 
Parishes.  Of  this  amount  St.  Philip's,  Charleston,  gave  $291 ; 
St.  David's,  Cheraw,  $200,  and  the  Church  in  Pineville,  $105. 
I  mention  these  as  being  the  largest  contributions  made 
among  the  16  contributing  Parishes. 

Our  communicants  now,  in  round  numbers,  are  at  least 
6,000,  and  by  the  last  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  ninety-three  Parishes  and  missions  contributed 
$4,633.62  for  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Church  in  South  Carolina  was  rich  in  1852,  and  yet 
the  Bishop  says,  that  it  made  his  heart  sad  to  look  on  the  map 
and  see  how  few  and  far  between  were  the  Churches,  and  that 
of  the  fifty-six  congregations  in  the  Diocese,  16  only  con- 
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him  and  St.  Luke's  Hall  the  highest  honor,  by  their  devotion 
in  their  Master's  service.  He  may  well  address  them  all  to-day 
in  the  words  of  St.  John  to  his  well  beloved  Gaius :  "  I  wish 
above  all  things  that  thou  mayest  prosper  and  be  in  health, 
even  as  thy  soul  prospereth." 

"  For  I  rejoiced  greatly,  when  the  brethren  came  and  testi- 
fied of  the  truth  that  is  in  thee,  even  as  thou  walkest  in  the 
truths 

u  I  have  no  greater  joy  than  to  hear  that  my  children  walk 
in  truth r 

baptisms,  &c. 

I  have  baptized  nine  infants,  officiated  at  three  marriages, 
and  at  the  burial  service  of  three  members  of  the  Flock  of 
Christ. 

POSTULANTS. 

During  the  past  year  but  one  postulant  has  been  received 
and  recorded,  McCrosswell  McBee,  of  Greenville,  recom- 
mended by  his  Rector,  Rev.  Byron  Holley.  Messrs.  John  C. 
Jagger  and  B.  M.  Anderson  are  students  at  Hobart  College.

In  September  last  I  transferred  Mr.  William  Haskell  Du 
Bose,  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  at  his  own  request,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee ;  and  in  March  last,  Mr.  Walter  B. 
Capers,  at  his  request,  to  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia.

Of  the  thirteen  candidates  named  above,  two  are  on  the 
Manigault  Scholarships  at  Sewanee,  one  on  the  John  Stuart 
scholarship  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  and  one  also 
at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  on  a  scholarship  most 
kindly  tendered  him,  by  the  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia 
for  the  increase  of  the  ministry. 

The  two  candidates  at  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary 
are  to  graduate  in  June,  and  I  have  their  testimonial  from  the 
Standing  Committee  commending  them  to  me  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate. 

Of  the  remaining  nine  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  five  are 
entirely,  and  one  in  part,  dependent  on  the  Diocese  for  their 
maintenance  at  the  Seminary. 

As  I  deem  this  a  subject  of  great  importance  to  the  Church, 
I  must  ask  your  particular  attention  to  it. 

Allowing  $250  to  each  of  the  live,  and  $100  to  the  sixth, 
which,  in  my  judgment,  is  as  little  as  a  theological  student  can 
possibly  live  upon,  and  pay  his  board,  buy  his  books  and  cloth- 
ing, and  meet  other  necessary  expenses  of  living,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  I  should  have  the  sum,  at  the  very  least,  of  $1,350 
at  my  disposal. 

The  total  of  all  amounts  put  into  my  hands  for  Theological 
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education,  during  the  last  year,  amounted  to  $1050.62  derived 
from  the  following  sources :

Of  this  income,  $500  goes  to  the  salaries  of  Theological 
professors  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  Sewanee,  and  $596.18  to  the 
Bishop,  for  Theological  students. 

The  additional  sum  of  $310,60,  which  the  Bishop  receives 
from  the  Advancement  Society,  is  appropriated  from  the  in- 
come of  its  invested  funds. 

ORDINATIONS. 

There  have  been  three  ordinations  during  the  year.  On  the 
11th  June,  '96,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter, 
I  ordained  Mr.  Shirley  C.  Hughson  to  the  Diaconate. 
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On  the  18th  of  October,  1896,  I  advanced  the  Eev.  J.  W. 
Cantey  Johnson  to  the  priesthood.  The  ordination  was  held 
in  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill,  of  which  Mr.  John- 
son is  now  rector. 

On  the  7th  of  February,  1897,  in  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  I 
advanced  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  to  the  piiesthood. 

CONSECRATION  OF  CHURCHES.

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

I  have  received  by  letters  dimissory,  four  clergymen  into 
the  Diocese,  and  have  transferred  two  : 

From  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia,  Rev.  Geo.  E. 
Howell,  Deacon. 

From  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky,  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle. 
From  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder. 
From  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  Rev.  R.  W.  Anderson. 

The  Rev,  H.  T.  Gregory  was  given  a  letter  dimissory  to 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  Shirley  C.  Hugh- 
son,  greatly  to  my  regret,  asked  to  be  transferred  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Holmes  has  resigned  St.  John's  Church, 
Florence,  and  I  have  appointed  him  Missionary  in  charge  of 
St.  Luke's,  Newberry,  and  the  Epiphany,  Laurens.  Upon 
their  ordination  to  the  priesthood,  the  Revs.  Messrs.  J.  W. 
Cantey  Johnson  and  T.  T.  Walsh  have  become,  respectively, 
Rectors  of  the  Parishes  at  Rock  Hill  and  Walterboro.  Mr. 
Johnson  has  the  Mission  at  Lancaster,  and  Mr.  Walsh  the 
Mission  of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  in  Hampton  County. 
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The  Kev.  S.  B.  Eathbun  has  resigned  St.  Helena,  Beaufort, 
and  that  venerable  Parish  is  now  vacant. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell,  from  ill-health,  was  compelled  to 
resign  his  position  as  Assistant  Minister  at  Grace  Church, 
Charleston,  and  is  at  present  residing  at  Ridge  Spring,  in  fair 
prospect  of  complete  restoration  to  health  and  work. 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder  has  been  assigned  to  the  charge 
of  the  Mission  at  Darlington,  and  the  Parishes  at  Marion  and 
Mar's  Bluff. 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle  is  the  Missionary  on  the  Charleston 
and  Savannah  Railroad,  and  has  charge  of  the  churches  at 
Adam's  Rim  and  Grahamville  and  Bluffton,  and  the  Missions 
at  Hardeeville  and  on  the  Oketee. 

The  Rev.  R.  W.  Anderson  is  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  and  the  organized  Missions  at 
Blacksburg  and  Gaffney.  The  Rev.  George  E.  Howell  is 
in  charge  of  the  Rescue  Mission  for  colored  boys  in  Lexing- 
ton County,  and  is  Missionary  under  Archdeacon  Joyner. 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  in'  addition  to  his  duties  as  City 
Missionary  in  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  has 
been  doing  Mission  work  on  J  ames  Island,  but  I  have  felt 
compelled  to  withdraw  him  from  this  work,  and  have  for 
the  present  appointed  him  to  give  one  Sunday  a  month  to 
the  vacant  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Black  Oak. 

VACANT  PARISHES. 

The  vacant  Parishes  are  as  follows  :

10.  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  Orangeburg. 
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The  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Gregory  and 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Logan ,  have  deprived  the  Missions 
at  Lexington  Court  House,  Wellford,  and  Grace  Chapel, 
Greenville,  of  regular  services  and  pastoral  care. 

Of  the  ten  vacant  Parishes  reported  above,  but  three  are 
able  to  maintain  a  Rector — St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis,  All 
Saints,  Hampton  County,  and  St.  Helena,  Beaufort. 

How,  then,  are  the  remaining  seven  to  be  supplied  with 
regular  ministerial  care  and  pastoral  oversight  ? 

This  is  at  once  a  serious  and  most  perplexing  question,  as 
well  to  the  Parishes  themselves  as  to  the  Bishop. 

They  are  duly  constituted  Parishes,  with  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  and  chartered  rights  under  our  Canon  law  ;  and 
yet  for  the  purposes  for  which  Parishes  are  chartered  and 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  are  elected,  they  are  wholly  unable 
to  maintain  their  separate  existence  as  Parishes.  St.  John's, 
Berkeley,  is  an  old  Parish,  and  was  once  a  strong  Parish,  and 
yet  without  help  from  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  without 
connection  with  some  other  Parish,  St.  John's,  Berkeley,  can- 
not call  or  maintain  a  Rector.  The  same  is  true  of  Trinity, 
Black  Oak. 

Take  the  two  old  Parishes  on  the  Santee,  cut  off  as  they  are 
from  railroad  communication,  and  one  of  them  having  lost 
the  Parish  Church  by  tire,  and  together  containing  only 
about  fifteen  families,  and  unable  to  give,  either  of  them, 
more  than  $300  salary,  how  useless  to  themselves  is  their 
Parish  autonomy ! 

It  seems  to  me,  brethren  of  the  Council,  that  the  only  solu- 
tion of  this  serious  question  is  to  amend  Canon  V,  as  adopted 
at  your  last  Council,  so  as  to  make  it  effective.  As  the  Canon 
now  stands  it  perpetuates  the  Parish  organizations,  though  it 
may  be  absolutely  unable  to  call  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  a  minister.  According  to  the  Canon,  if  a  Parish  has  six 
male  adults,  &x\&  fifteen  communicants,  it  is  to  be  recognized  as 
a  Parish,  by  the  Bishop. 

St.  James,  Santee,  has  more  than  six  male  adults,  and  24 
communicants,  five  of  whom  are  males. 

St.  John's,  Berkeley,  has  more  than  six  male  adults,  and  more 
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than  twenty  communicants,  six  of  whom  are  males  {  and 
Trinity,  Black  Oak,  has  15  or  16  families,  and  at  least  30  com- 
municants. 

The  Canon,  in  its  present  form,  brings  no  relief,  either  to 
the  weak  Parishes  themselves,  or  to  the  Bishop.  I  respectfully 
recommend  that  you  so  amend  the  Canon  as  to  make  it  com- 
petent for  the  Bishop  to  unite  two  or  more  weak  Parishes,  and 
provide  clerical  services  for  the  same,  whenever  said  Parishes 
shall  be  so  reduced  in  numbers  and  strength  as  to  be  unable, 
individually,  to  call  and  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Rector. 

A  weak  Parish  need  not  be  declared  by  the  Bishop  "  an 
organized  Mission.''  Let  it  be  called  a  Parish  if  you  will,  but 
give  the  Bishop  full  authority  to  arrange  and  provide  for  his 
flock,  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ. 

THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

In  this  connection  I  must  speak  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
and  its  work. 

Canon  XII,  "  of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,"  provides  for 
the  annual  election  of  a  Board  of  Missions,  and  prescribes  its 
duties  and  responsibilities.  Under  the  Canon  the  Board  is  a 
council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  and  is  charged  with  the  duty 
of  devising  means  for  securing  funds  for  missionary  purposes, 
&c.  It  is  easy  enough  to  appropriate  funds  for  missionary 
purposes  ;  the  important  thing  is  to  devise  the  best  means  of 
raising  the  funds,  and  then  put  the  means  devised  into  effective 
operation. 

A  plan  was  devised  at  the  Centennial  Convention  in  1890, 
and  adopted  unanimously  by  the  Convention,  which  met  in 
Christ  Church,  Greenville,  in  May,  1891,  and  was  put  into 
active  operation,  and  did  raise  the  money  needed.  The  Board 
of  Missions,  reporting  to  the  Convention  of  1891,  referred  to 
the  matter  as  follows  :  "  With  grateful  satisfaction  the  Board 
u  reports  the  fact,  that  its  expectations  have  been  fully  met  the 
"  past  year,  and  that  the  Diocese  has  given  more  liberally  than 
"  ever  before." 
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"  This  happy  result  has  been  reached  by  an  increased 
interest  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  by  the  adoption,  and 
use  in  many  Parishes,  of  the  subscription  and  pledge  plan, 
recommended  at  the  last  Convention  by  the  resolution  pro- 
posed by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holley." 

£t  The  plan  is  a  simple  one.  Let  each  Rector  and  Missionary 
make  a  list  of  every  one  who  will  give  anything  to  the  Board, 
appoint  a  number  of  collectors,  assign  twenty  contributors  to 
each  collector,  and  let  the  collections  be  made  weekly,  monthly 
or  quarterly,  as  is  most  convenient." 

This,  Brethren,  is  our  plan  for  raising  money  for  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Have  you  been  faithfully  working  this  plan  in  your  Parishes 
and  Missions  ?  Or  have  you  allowed  it  to  fall  into  innocuous 
desuetude  ? 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  re- 
ported, at  our  meeting  on  Tuesday  night,  a  deficit  of  $1,099 
He  has  actively  and  earnestly  co-operated  with  the  Bishop  in 
his  efforts  to  arouse  the  Diocese  to  the  needs  of  our  mission  work, 
but  we  have  both  been  disappointed  at  the  result  of  our  efforts. 
What  can  be  done  to  bring  us  the  support  upon  which  depends 
the  growth  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  very  life  of  its  weak 
Parishes?  We  are  persuaded,  Brethren,  that  the  Church 
must  make  a  laiger  demand  upon  the  time  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  give  him  the 
authority  and  the  means  to  become  the  active  agent  of  the 
Board  in  visiting  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  view  of 
presenting  the  mission  field  and  its  work,  informing  our  people 
of  its  needs,  and  exciting  a  faithful  interest  in  the  offerings, 
so  essential  to  its  support.  The  present  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  could  not  give  the  time  essential  to  the 
working  of  such  a  plan,  or  be  spared  from  the  importpnt 
duties  he  fulfills  as  Assistant  Minister  of  a  Parish,  and  often 
immediately  in  charge  of  that  most  important  Church  school, 
the  Porter  Military  Academy.  If,  Brethren,  from  among  our 
clergy  you  can  select  one  who  would  be  willing  to  combine  the 
duties  of  Secretary  of  the  Council  with  those  of  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  its  general  agent, 
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and  if  the  Council  of  the  Church  can  see  its  way  clear  to  pro- 
vide for  the  support  of  this  clergyman,  the  Bishop  promising 
to  contribute  $300  towards  his  salary,  I  think  we  will  be 
greatly  relieved  by  such  an  arrangement.  In  this  judgment, 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  fully 
concurs  with  the  Bishop ;  indeed,  while  I  was  reflecting  upon 
this  subject,  he  wrote  to  me,  urging  that  something  be  pro- 
posed which  would  bring  the  whole  work  of  the  Board  more 
immediately  to  the  attention  of  the  Parishes.  I  respectfully 
ask  that  you  will  take  it  under  your  immediate  and  earnest 
consideration.

PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK  AND  IN  THE  CONSTITU- 
TION. 

I  have  received,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, two  communications  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  Title  III,  Canon  I,  Section  III,  of  the  Digest,  giving  par- 
ticular notice  of  an  alteration  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
proposed  in  the  General  Convention  of  1895,  to  be  acted  upon 
in  the  General  Convention  of  1898;  and  also  of  certain  altera- 
tions of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  which  have  been

adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of  1895,  and  must  be 
acted  upon  by  the  General  Convention  of  1898. 

The  alterations  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  concern  the 
place  of  the  Golden  numbers  prefixed  to  several  days  in  the 
Calendar,  between  the  21st  day  of  Marcli  and  the  18th  day  of 
April,  both  inclusive. 

The  alterations  proposed  in  the  Constitution  concern:  First, 
the  Title  prefixed  to  the  Constitution;  second,  the  substitution 
for  Articles,  one,  two,  and  three,  (which  treat  of  the  organiza- 
tion and  functions  of  the  General  Convention,)  a  single  Article, 
comprising  seven  sections;  third,  certain  amendments  and 
additions  to  Article  Five,  which  treats  of  the  formation  and 
admission  of  New  Dioceses,  and  of  the  rights  of  the  Diocesan 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  new  Dioceses. 

I  recommend  that  the  alterations  and  changes  proposed  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1895,  as  set  out  in  the  communi- 
cation of  the  Secretary,  above  referred  to,  be  placed  in  charge 
of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  upon  the  same  to  the  next  Council. 

THE  LAMBETH  CONFEEENCE. 

I  have  been  duly  notified  of  the  approaching  Convocation 
of  the  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  at  Lambeth,  in 
England.  A  Pan- Anglican  Council,  to  be  convened  the  last 
of  July,  for  Conference  upon  certain  selected  topics  of  great 
importance,  and  so  for  the  edification  of  the  Church.  His 
Grace,  the  Arch-Bishop  of  Canterbury,  has  warmly  invited 
all  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  her  foreign  missionary  Bishops,  to  be  pres- 
ent and  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Conference.  I 
think  that  a  large  number  of  our  Bishops  will  attend.  We 
shall  follow  them  across  the  sea  with  our  interest  and  prayers, 
and  constantly  ask  that  the  presence  of  the  Great  Head  and 
Bishop  of  the  Church  in  their  midst,  may  give  them  wisdom 
and  understanding,  and  so  direct,  sanctify  and  govern  their 
deliberations  by  the  mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  may  be  truly  preached,  truly  received,  and 
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truly  followed  in  all  places,  to  the  breaking  down  the  kingdom 
of  sin,  Satan,  and  death;  until,  at  last,  the  dispersed  sheep  of 
Christ,  being  gathered  into  one  fold,  shall  become  partakers  of 
everlasting  life,  In  this  connection  I  beg  to  state  that  at  the 
request  of  my  Et.  Rev.  Bro.  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  who 
has  already  sailed  for  England,  I  have  promised  to  take  his 
Episcopal  duties  for  the  time  between  the  20th  of  the  present 
month  and  the  13th  of  June,  with  appointments  for  both  of 
these  days. 

CHURCH  WORK  AMONG  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

Time  does  not  permit  me  to  speak  as  I  would  of  all  the 
great  interests  committed  to  this  Diocese,  but  I  must  speak  a 
word  for  some  of  them,  in  His  Name,  and  for  His  Church. 

The  work  of  the  Church  among  colored  people,  under  the 
care  and  oversight  of  Archdeacon  Joyner,  has  been  fully 
stated  in  his  report  to  me,  which  I  will  ask  him  to  read  to  the 
Council.  I  have  visited  during  the  year  most  of  the  missions 
under  his  charge,  and,  as  far  as  the  opportunities  and  the 
means  at  our  command  will  allow,  I  thankfully  report  that 
these  missions  and  schools  are  bearing  testimony  to  the  effort 
of  the  Church  to  minister  the  Gospel  of  God's  grace  and  love 
to  our  colored  people  and  their  children. 

The  Archdeacon  and  twelve  of  the  clergy  are  engaged  in 
this  work,  with  twenty-seven  teachers  and  catechists.  The 
last  visitation,  but  one,  which  I  made,  on  Saturday  last,  was  to 
a  neat  chapel  in  Fairfield  County,  near  Sbelton,  which  was 
built  by  the  colored  people  themselves,  on  a  lot  given  by  one 
of  their  number,  and  in  which  I  confirmed  a  class  of  intelligent 
}roung  men,  who  command  the  confidence  of  the  community, 
and  will  make  useful  citizens,  as  well  of  the  State,  as  of  the 
Kingdom  of  their  Lord. 

When  you  make  your  offerings,  brethren,  I  beg  you  to 
remember  the  work  among  the  colored  people  under  our  care. 

NOBLE  CHARITIES. 

Nothing,  Brethren,  better  reflects  the  spirit  and  mind  of  a 
Diocese  than  its  institutions  of  charity.  "Let  this  mind  be  in 
you,  which  was  in  Christ." 
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In  our  Diocese,  we  have  three  noble  charities  to  which  I 
wish  most  especially  to  call  your  attention.  I  refer  to  The 
Church  Home  and  Orphanage  ;  The  Society  for  the  relief  of 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy  ;  and  The  Society  for 
the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy. 

At  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage,  we  have  the  care  of 
eleven  ladies,  and  22  children,  and  I  am  but  just  informed  of 
four  more  helpless  and  dependent  children,  who  are  about  to 
be  taken  into  the  orphanage,-  sent  down  from  the  upper  part 
of  the  Diocese. 

I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  much  interest  is  being  felt  and 
manifested  in  this  work  of  faith  and  love,  undertaken  in  the 
Name  of  the  gracious  Shepherd  of  souls. 

But  I  regret  to  say,  that  the  Society  for  the  relief  of  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  Society  for  the 
relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  do  not  receive  the  con- 
sideration they  deserve,  or  the  practical  assistance  they  need. 

An  officer  of  one  of  these  societies  informs  me  that  during1 
the  past  year,  the  contributions  from  Parishes  in  the  Diocese 
amounted  to  only  $37.44,  though  fifteen  of  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  our  deceased  brethren  have  been  assisted,  the 
highest  amount  given  being  $180,  and  the  lowest  $100,  the 
total  of  its  charities  for  the  year  being  $2,698.00. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  it  is  time  I  was  drawing  my  ad- 
dress to  a  close,  but  I  must  not  do  so  until  I  have  reminded 
you  of  two  of  our  number,  who  were  with  us  at  our  last  Coun- 
cil, but  who  will  be  with  us  no  more  in  the  temples  of  the 
Lord  built  with  hands.  They  have  been  called  up  higher  : 
<l  The  music  of  the  Gospel  has  led  them  home." 

IN  MEMOEIAM. 

The  Rev.  Robt.  A.  Lee  was  instantly  killed  by  lightning,  on 
Rich  Mountain,  North  Carolina,  on  the  15th  of  July,  1896. 

The  Rev.  Edward  T.  Walker  died  near  Beaufort,  on  the 
20th  of  October,  after  a  brief  illness. 

Mr.  Lee  was  Rector  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  and 
Missionary  to  Blacksburg. 

Mr.  Walker  was  Rector  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis  ;  one, 
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was  a  young  man,  just  beginning  his  ministry, — the  other  was 
an  old  man,  worn  out  in  his  Master's  service.  The  ministry 
of  Mr.  Walker  was  identified  with  SQuth  Carolina  from  the 
year  1844,  when  he  came  to  the  Diocese,  by  letter  dimissory, 
from  Maryland. 

In  the  order  of  nature,  the  time  had  come  for  the  servant  of 
the  Lord  to  put  off  his  armor,  and  quit  the  field,  and  enter  into 
rest,  so  that  we  were  not  surprised  to  learn  that  our  venerable 
brother  had  finished  his  course.  But  not  so  with  Mr.  Lee.  A 
recent  graduate  in  Divinity  from  Sewanee,  with  only  a  few 
months  of  experience  in  the  Priesthood;  full  of  strength  and 
mental  vigor ;  of  unusual  force  of  character,  and  cultivation  of 
mind  ;  gentle  and  winning  in  his  spirit  and  manners,  and 
zealous,  and  wise,  and  godly, — his  tragic  death  came  like  the 
lightning  bolt  which  took  him  from  us,  to  shock  and  to  startle 
the  whole  Diocese.  But  his  work,  too,  was  done,  and  it  was 
well  done  ;  and  with  our  venerable  brother  Walker,  he  rests 
from,  his  labors,  having  obtained  the  victory,  through  our  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ. 

"  From  all  Thy  Saints  in  warfare,  for  all  Thy  saints  at  rest, 
To  Thee,  O  blessed  Jesus,  all  praises  be  addressed: 
Thou,  Lord,  did'st  win  the  battle,  that  they  might  conquerors  be; 
Their  crowns  of  living  glory  are  lit  with  rays  from  Thee." 


BISHOP'S  JOURNAL. 


1896. 

May  5— Met  the  Committee  on  Finance  at  10  A  M.  at  St.  Philip's 
Home.  Charleston.  At  12  M.  met  the  Board  of  Missions  at 
the  Advancement  Society  Rooms,  and  presided  at  the  meet- 
ing. 

May  6 — This  being  the  day  for  the  meeting  of  our  Council,  Divine 
service  was  held  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion duly  celebrated,  an  admirable  sermon  preached  by  Mr. 
Bratton,  and  thereafter  I  called  the  Council  to  order,  and 
presided  over  its  deliberations.  At  night,  attended  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
South  Carolina  at  Grace  Church,  presided  and  made  an  ad- 
dress. 

May  7 — Presided  in  Council  and  delivered  my  annual  address.  At 
night,  presided  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St  Andrew,  and  made  an  address. 

May  8— Presided  in  Council,  morning  and  night  session.  In  the 
afternoon,  presided  over  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

May  10— Sunday.    Attended  divine  service  in  the  morning  at  St. 

Paul's  Church,  and  preached,  Mr.  Campbell  taking  the  ser- 
vice.   At  night  I  attended  service  at  Grace  Church,  and 
made  the  closing  address  in  behalf  of  Diocesan  work  and 
.  missions.    Dr.  Evans  preached  the  sermon  at  my  request. 

May  11 — Received  certificate  of  Standing  Committee  for  the  admis- 
sion of  Wm.  N.  Tillinghast  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  recorded  his  name. 

May  12 — Received  notice  from  the  Diocese  of  Dallas  of  its  due  organ- 
ization. Notified  Mr.  Tillinghast  of  my  having  recorded 
him  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

May  15 — Left  Columbia  to  meet  engagement  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

May  17. — Sunday.  By  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Missouri,  I  to-day 
preached  the  annual  "  Flower  sermon  "  in  Christ  Church 
Cathedral,  St.  Louis.  Henry  Shaw,  a  very  wealthy  citizen,  left 
to  the  City  of  St.  Louis  his  estate,  with  its  extensive  botanical 
garden  and  park,  and  endowed  an  annual  sermon  to  be 
preached  on  "  the  goodness  of  God  in  the  gift  of  the 
fruits  and  plants  and  trees  of  the  earth,  and  for  adorning  the 
earth  with  flowers."  The  Bishop  of  Missouri  appoints  the 
preacher. 
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May    21— Met  the  Board  of  Missions  in  Columbia. 

Received  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky 
transferring  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Pringle. 

Signed  and  forwarded  to  the  Standing  Committee  the 
papers  of  Mr.  Shirley  C.  Hughson  for  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate. 

May  24.— Sunday— Visited  the  Church  of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  St. 

Peter's  Parish;  said  Morning  Prayer,  baptized  three  infants, 
preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

May  25 — Notice  from  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  of  the  deposition  from 
the  ministry  of  the  Church  of  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Sherman,  at  his 
own  request,  and  for  no  cause  affecting  moral  character. 

May  26— Summoned  Convocation  of  the  third  District  to  meet  at 
Florence  on  June  17th. 

May  27— Received  notice  of  a  certain  amendment  proposed  by  the 
last  General  Convention,  to  be  made  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church,  and  certain  changes  in  the  Calendar  affecting  a 
re-arrangement  of  the  Golden  numbers  prefixed  to  days  in 
March  and  April. 

Same  day,  accepted  letter  dimissory  from  the  Bishop 
of  Southern  Virginia  transferring  Rev.  George  E.  Howell,  a 
colored  Deacon. 

May  28— Attended  public  meeting  in  Columbia  in  behalf  of  a  public 
library  and  made  an  address,  with  others. 

June  9— During  the  past  week  I  removed  my  family  to  our  summer 
home  in  the  mountains.  I  this  afternoon  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  a  chapel,  to  be  known  as  St.  Anne's  Memorial 
Chapel  for  Colored  people.  The  Chapel  is  on  Liberty  Hill, 
in  East  Columbia,  and  at  this  interesting  service  addresses 
were  made  by  the  Archdeacon,  the  Missionary,  Rev.  J.  B. 
Mancebo,  and  by  myself. 

June  11 — I  to-day  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  Shirley  Carter  Hughson, 
in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter.  The  Rector5 
Rev.  Mr.  Hillock,  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw 
were  present  and  assisting.  Mr.  Kershaw  preached  the  ser- 
mon. 

June  12— Recorded  Henry  J.  Mikell  and  Walter  B.  Capers,  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders,  they  being  duly  recommended  by  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  duly  notified  of  the 
same. 

June  14 — Sunday — Preached  the  Commencement  Sermon  before  Miss 
Kelly's  School,  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston. 

June  16 — Visiting  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Florence,  I  attended  a  most 
enjoyable  "reception''  given  the  Bishop  at  the  Rectory 
during  the  evening.  The  entire  Parish  and  many  of  our 
fellow  Christians  of  the  town  were  present.  The  home  and 
the  grounds  were  all  laid  under  contribution,  and  the  Bishop 
enjoyed  a  most  hearty  meeting  with  the  flock  of  St.  John's, 
and  many  friends  in  Florence. 
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June  17— Met  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Holmes,  Barnwell  and  Hillock,  and  a 
lay  representative  from  Sumter  and  organized  the  Convoca- 
tion of  the  third  Missionary  District. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated,  and  I  preached. 

In  the  afternoon  addresses  were  made  by  the  clergy 
present,  and  we  fairly  launched  the  Convocation  for 
another  start. 

The  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry  is  Archdeacon  and  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
Holmes  is  Secretary.  By  request  of  Convocation  I  arranged 
the  subjects,  and  appointed  the  order  for  next  meeting  of 
Convocation, 

June  18 — Evening  prayer  and  sermon  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Marion. 

June  19 — Holy  Communion  and  sermon  and  Baptism  of  infant  in  the 
morning  in  Marion. 

June  21— In  St.  John's,  Florence,  in  the  morning,  and  in  St.  Mat- 
thew's Chapel,  at  Darlington,  at  night.  Mr.  Holmes  was 
with  me  at  both  services,  assisting.  I  confirmed  one  person 
at  each  place. 

Juixe  23 — Visited  the  Good  Physician  Hospital  in  Columbia. 

June  28— Sunday — Being  in  Richmond  I  preached  by  request  of  the 
Rector,  in  the  morning,  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity. 
In  the  afternoon  made  an  address  before  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association.  At  night  took  part  in  the  Memorial 
service  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  reading  the  lessons.  This  ser- 
vice, at  which  the  Bishop  of  West  Virginia  preached  a  most 
appropriate  and  edifying  sermon,  was  held  in  living  com- 
memoration of  the  Christian  virtues  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent Davis. 

July    5— Sunday — Visited  the  parish  and  missions  in  Summerville. 

In  the  morning,  at  St.  Paul's,  Mr.  Glass  said  the  service, 
and  I  preached,  confirmed  a  fine  class  of  twelve,  addressed 
them  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  It  was  the 
sixth  anniversary  of  Mr.  Glass'  Rectorship,  and  he  made  a 
brief  statement  of  the  work  of  these  six  years,  exhibiting  a 
most  encouraging  record  of  facts.  It  gave  us  sincere  pleas- 
ure to  congratulate  Rector  and  people. 

In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  St.  Barnabas  Chapel  and 
confirmed  seven  persons  and  addressed  them.  Mr.  Glass 
was  present  and  said  the  service.  Mr.  Dehon,  the  devoted 
lay  reader  and  teacher  in  the  mission,  read  the  lessons  by  my 
request.  At  night  I  preached  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Epiphany 
for  colored  people  and  confirmed  two  persons.  Rev.  Mr. 
Glass  and  the  missionary  in  charge,  Rev.  Mr.  Hollings,  said 
the  service. 
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This  mission  has  met  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  the  faith- 
ful and  generous  Mrs.  Kitty  Springs,  whose  devotion  to  the 
church  and  most  exemplary  character  made  her  universally 
respected  and  sincerely  mourned. 
July  8— At  Allendale,  in  the  Methodist  Church,  which  had  been 
kindly  tendered  for  our  service,  Rev.  S.  E.  Prentiss  said 
Evening  Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  five 
persons.  The  Church  was  full  and  the  service  spirited  and 
edifying. 

July  9 — At  Barnwell,  in  the  Church  of  the  Apostles,  Mr.  Prentiss 
said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
The  night  was  inclement,  but  we  had  a  fall  Church. 

July  10 — At  Blackville,  in  the  Chapel,  I  said  Evening  Prayer,  preached 
and  confirmed  one  person. 

July  12 — Sunday.  An  accident  to  my  train  prevented  my  reaching 
Newberry  on  Saturday.  Mr.  Sanders  Guignard,  one  of  the 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  in  response  to  my  telegram, 
went  up  to  Newberry  and  read  morning  service.  In  the 
afternoon  Mr.  G.  said  the  service,  and  I  preached  and  bap- 
tized an  infant.    The  Church  was  well  filled  at  both  services. 

July  14— At  Brooks  Chapel,  in  Edgefield  County,  I  said  Morning 
Prayer  and  preached  to  the  "little  flock"  and  a  goodly  con- 
gregation of  their  friends  and  neighbors.  Mr.  Bratton  came, 
but  too  late  for  the  service. 

July  15 — Accompanied  by  Mr.  Bratton  went  on  to  Greenwood.  Cir- 
cumstances which  we  could  not  control  prevented  our  holding 
service.  I  was  glad  to  find  the  chapel  at  Greenwood  well 
underway.  It  will  be  of  good  proportions,  is  a  churchly 
building,  and  will  seat  comfortably  one  hundred  and  fifty 
persons.  But  Mr.  Bratton  is  greatly  troubled  about  the  lack 
of  some  $100,  or  more,  to  "pay  out."    Who  will  help  him  ? 

July  16—1  was  shocked  and  grieved  to-day  to  receive  a  telegram  from 
Mr.  McCrady,  at  Abbeville,  telling  me  of  the  death  by  light- 
ning, of  the  Rev.  Robert  A.  Lee,  the  beloved  Rector  of  Ihe 
Church  at  Yorkville  and  missionary  to  Blacksburg-  Recall- 
ing my  appointment  for  Willington  I  went  to  Abbeville, 
where  Mr.  Lee  was  to  be  buried. 

July  17 — The  body  of  our  dear  Lee  came  last  night,  and  was  placed  in 
the  home  of  his  uncle,  Mr.  W.  A.  Lee,  waiting  the  arrival  of 
his  bereaved  parents  and  sisters.  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher,  Rev. 
Mr.  Johnson  and  Rev.  Mr.  Capers  arrived.  The  body  was 
accompanied  by  members  of  the  vestry  and  congregation  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.  the  burial 
service  was  begun,  and  the  casket  which  bore  the  remains  of 
our  dear  young  brother  was  placed  at  the  chancel,  where  he 
stood  before  me  in  September,  1S94,  to  pledge  his  vows  to 
God  and  receive  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.    His  death 
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is  a  great  loss  to  the  Diocese,  to  the  Church  and  to  his  Bishop, 
but  it  is  his  eternal  gain.  On  a  large  white  ribbon,  which 
bound  a  wreath  of  pure  white  roses,  the  Guild  of  St.  Agnes, 
at  Yorkville,  had  written  in  letters  of  gold,  "Blessed  are  the 
pure  in  heart,"  and  the  tribute  of  his  brethren,  his  friends, 
his  people,  his  Bishop,  was  the  heartfelt  expression  of  love 
and  admiration  and  joy  in  his  stainless  character,  his  faith- 
ful ministry,  his  fine  attainments,  his  gentle,  manly  nature, 
and  his  readiness  in  Christ  to  meet  the  flash  of  light  which 
carried  his  pure  spirit,  in  a  moment,  to  the  peace  and  rest  of 
Paradise.  Thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Parish  at  Yorkville  was  most  appreciative  of  Mr.  Lee's 
character  and  ministry,  and  his  death  is  to  them  a  loss  and  a 
great  sorrow.  May  God  guide  us  to  one  of  His  servants 
worthy  to  take  up  the  work  of  our  departed  brother. 

July  18 — Received  notice  from  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  that  he  had 
accepted  Mr.  Hughson's  letter  dimissory. 

July  19— Sunday.  I  took  Mr.  Mitchell's  work  in  Columbia.  In  the 
morning  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  being  with  me,  said  morning 
prayer  at  the  Good  Shepherd,  and  I  preached.  At  night  at 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Timothy,  Mr,  Joyner  said  evening  prayer 
and  I  preached. 

I  am  glad  to  see  this  neat  chapel  completed,  and  to  see  the 
memorials  to  our  departed  Bishop.  The  Cross,  the  Book 
Rest,  the  "Altar  Service"  Book,  and  the  Lord's  Table,  are 
fitting  memorials  of  the  Bishop's  holy  life  and  faithful  epis- 
copate. 

July  26— Being  at  my  summer  house,  at  Cedar  Mountain,  I  said  morn- 
ing prayer  and  preached  in  the  little  chapel. 

July  30— Columbia.  Issued  the  warrants  to  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  payment  of  stipends  to 
missionaries,  due  August  1st. 

August  1 — Took  my  seat  at  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Sewanee, 
Tenn. 

August  2— Sunday.  Took  part  in  the  services  in  St.  Augustine  Chapel, 
Sewanee,  the  Commencement  Sermon  being  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Hoffman,  and  at  night  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina 
preaching  the  Annual  Sermon  before  the  St,  Luke's  Broth- 
erhood for  the  increase  of  the  ministry. 

August  3 — Forwarded  to  Standing  Committee  the  papers  of  application 
for  Messrs.  Harold  Thomas  and  W.  P.  Witsell  for  recom- 
mendation to  be  admitted  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The 
attendance  upon  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  3d,  4th  and 
5th  of  August. 
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August  6 — Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  oratory  of  St.  Luke's 
Hall,  and  made  an  address  to  the  graduates  and  students  in 
Theology.  This  being  commencement  day  I  attended  with 
the  Trustees  the  interesting  exercises  in  the  chapel.  In  the 
afternoon  attended  the  closing  session  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. The  Kev.  T,  T.  Walsh  graduated  to  day  from  the  School 
of  the  Prophets,  at  St.  Luke's  Hall,  having  completed  his 
course  with  great  credit  to  himself.  We  have  now  seven 
students  in  Theology  at  Sewanee,  Messrs.  Mikell,  Thomas, 
Brown,  Waring,  Williams,  Boyd  and  Witsell.  The  Faculty 
of  St.  Luke's  Hall,  with  Dr.  DuBose  at  its  head,  is  an  ad- 
mirable one,  and  if  ever  true  men  deserved  the  grateful 
praise  of  the  Church,  these  devoted  professors  are  the  men. 

August  7— Left  Sewanee  at  11  A.  M. 

August 8 — Visiting  the  Parish  of  St.  Stephens,  Willington,  I  drove  with 
Mr.  Porcher  several  miles  into  the  country,  and  confirmed  in 
private,  four  persons,  the  husband,  wife  and  two  children. 

August 9— Sunday.  Mr.  Porcher  said  morning  prayer,  and  I  preached, 
confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
some  forty-odd  persons  communicating.  In  the  afternoon 
baptized  an  infant. 

Aug.  11 — Early  service  in  Grace  Church,  Anderson.    The  Rector,  Rev. 

Theodotus  Capers,  baptized  an  adult,  whom  I  confirmed, 
made  an  address  on  confirmation,  and,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

Aug.  12 — Communicated  additional  papers  for  applicants  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee. 

Aug.  1G — Sunday.  Said  morning  prayer  and  preached  in  Faith  Chapel, 
at  Cedar  Mountain,  N.  C. 

Aug.  23 — Sunday.  Being  summoned  by  telegram  I  went  down  to 
Columbia  and  on  to  St.  John's,  Richland,  and  said  the  service 
at  the  burial  of  Dr.  Frank  Ray,  of  Columbia.  Returning  to 
Cedar  Mountain,  I  spent  the  remainder  of  August  and  the 
month  of  September  with  my  family  at  our  summer  home 
holding  service  and  preaching  on  Sundays. 

Oct.  1 — Assigned  the  Rev  T.  T.  Walsh  to  the  charge  of  the  Mission 
at  the  Church  of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton  County. 

Oct.  4 — Sunday — This  being  the  day  fixed  for  the  consecration  of 
the  Chapel  at  Greenwood  I  met  the  Rev.  Messrs.  T.  D.  Brat- 
ton,  J.  D.  McCullough,  Edward  McCrady  and  W.  T.  Capers 
at  that  place  on  Saturday,  and  the  Chapel  was  duly  conse- 
crated to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  on  the  day  follow- 
ing, these  brethren  assisting  in  the  services,  morning  and 
evening. 

Mr.  Bratton  has  built,  with  the  aid  of  generous  subscribers 
and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  many  friends  in  Greenwood,  a 
neat  and  churchly  chapel,  which  will  seat  150  person  com- 
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fortably.  For  the  present  the  Mission  must  remain  in  the 
charge  of  the  Rector  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  but  ulti- 
mately it  must  be  united  with  Newberry  and  Laurens.  The 
Chapel  was  consecrated  under  a  bright  sky,  the  weather  was 
gloiious,  the  congregation  filled  the  house  to  overflowing, 
friends  and  brethren  from  Spartanburg,  Abbeville  and 
Ninety-Six  came  to  bid  us  welcome  and  God-speed,  and  the 
music  was  devotional  and  inspiring!  Under  these  cheering 
auspices  "The  Chapel  of  the  Resurrection"  takes  its  place 
among  the  organized  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  May  Conse- 
cration Day  be  the  bright  token  of  a  history  full  of  good 
works,  and  the  future  Parish  of  a  strong  and  zealous  congre- 
gation. 

Oct.  6 — Forwarded  to  the  Standing  Committee,  approved  and  com- 
mended the  application  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Boyd  to  be  recom- 
mended for  Holy  Orders. 

Also  sent  certificate  to  the  Committee  for  their  testimo- 
nial of  the  qualifications  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  C.  Johnson  for 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood.

Nov.  l.r— Visited  Christ  Church,  Greenville  After  Morning  Prayer 
at  10  A,  M.  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holley,  having  assembled  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Parish,  I  catechised  them  and  made  an  address. 

At  11  o'clock  Mr.  Holley  began  the  Communion  office.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-two  persons  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion.

Christmas  Day — The  good  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd.  Columbia,  being  too  unwell  with  grippe  to  leave 
his  home  to-day,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Archdeacon  Joyner,  I 
took  the  Christmas  service  for  him,  preached,  and  adxiiinis- 
tered  the  Holy  Communion.

After  four  days  in  bed  I  got  up,  and  under- 
took to  be  well  enough  to  meet  my  appointment  at  Walter- 
boro,  January  10th,  but  my  lungs  became  involved,  and  I 
was  compelled  to  give  up  my  January  appointments,  and 
was  confined  to  bed  until  Sunday,  the  17th,  since  which 
time  I  have  been  sitting  up,  and  am,  at  this  writing,  Janu- 
ary 19th,  hopeful  of  soon  undertaking  my  promised  visita- 
tions.

Jan.  20— Received  Mr.  Crosswell  McBee,  of  Greenville,  as  a  postulant 
for  Holy  Orders,  recommended  by  his  rector,  Eev.  Byron 
Holley.  Glad  to  write  your  name  in  the  Bishop's  book, 
dear  Croswell;  am  reminded  of  your  birth  and  your  bap- 
tism. 

Jan.  22 — Notified  Messrs.  James  Joyner,  Harold  Thomas,  Croft  Wil- 
liams and  W.  Postell  Witsell  that  they  had  been  enrolled  as 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Jan.  23 — Sent  texts  of  Holy  Scriptures  to  Messrs.  Tillinghast  and 
Guignard,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  for  examination 
sermons. 

Feb.     4— Officiated  in  Charleston  at  the  funeral  of  the  late  James  M. 

Wilson,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilson,  a  young  man  of 
high  Christian  character  and  promise.  He  met  an  untimely 
death  in  calmest  faith,  and  his  end  was  peace.  "  Blessed 
are  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God." 

Feb.  5—1  met  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage  at 
the  House  of  Rest  at  5  P.  M.  for  consultation.

Sorry  to  have  to  "  cut"  some  of  the  arti- 
cles sent  me  for  publication,  but  correspondents  must  be  more 
brief  or  th  e  "  cutting'  must  go  on. 
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Feb,   25— Authorized  a  Special  Service,  prepared  by  the  Kev.  Mr. 

Holley,  from  the  Prayer  Book,  for  the  consecration  of  the 

new  font  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville. 
Feb.   26— Went  up  to  Union  on  official  business. 

Feb.  28 — Visited  the  colored  missions  in  Columbia— St.  Anna's  Memo- 
rial Chapel  in  the  morning  and  St.  Mary's  in  the  afternoon. 
The  faithful  missionary  in  charge,  Rev.  J.  B.  Mancebo,  was 
with  me  at  both  services.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  at  both  missions,  and  at  St.  Mary's  con- 
firmed five  persons  and  baptized  an  infant. 

Mch.  7 — Visited  St.  Luke's,  Columbia,  the  Lay-Reader  assisting  me  in 
the  service,  preached  and  made  an  address  on  confirmation. 
This  Church  has  been  without  a  Rector  since  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gregory  left  the  Diocese. 

Mch.  8 — I  to-day  transferred  Walter  B.  Capers,  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  at  his  request,  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of 
Southern  Virginia.  Sent  official  communication  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  in  behalf  of  a  "postulant"  for  Holy  Orders. 

Mch.  9 — Received  canonical  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Texas  of  the 
deposition  from  the  Holy  Ministry  of  Rev.  Sebright  Leigh. 

Forwarded,  with  approval,  the  application  of  Sanders  R. 
Guignard  to  Standing  Committee  for  testimonial  for  his 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

Mch.  10 — Made  a  special  visitation  to  Cnrist  Church,  Greenville,  at 
the  request  of  the  Rector,  preached  and  confirmed  nine  per- 
sons. The  service  was  held  at  night,  the  church  was  filled 
with  an  attentive  congregation,  the  whole  service  most  im- 
pressively rendered,  the  music  especially,  and  I  felt  it  good 
to  be  there.  After  the  service  at  the  Rectory,  I  confirmed 
two  more  persons,  husband  and  wife.

Said 
Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion.  After  service  conferred  with  the  Vestry  in  regard

to  the  call  of  a  Rector.  In  the  afternoon  I  said  Evening 
Prayer,  and  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Mc- 
Phersonville. 

Mch.  16— Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  held  at  St.  Philip's  Church  Home. 

Mch.  17— Appointed  a  treasurer  for  the  organized  mission  at,  Willing- 
ton,  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  G.  S.  Cade,  whose  lamented 
death  has  deprived  the  Church  at  Willington  of  a  most  useful 
and  valued  officer, 

Mch,  19 — Met  and  conferred  with  the  Vestry  of  St,  John's,  Florence, 
in  reference  to  the  future  of  that  Parish,  the  Rector  having 
resigned,  to  take  effect  April  1st,  proximo. 

Mar.  21. — Visited  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Black  Oak,  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  preached,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  to  a  large  number  of  communicants. 
After  service  I  conferred  with  the  vestry  in  reference  to  the 
appointment  of  a  missionary  to  take  charge  of  the  Parish. 

Mar.  24  — Georgetown.    Before  Morning  Prayer,  baptized  an  infant. 

The  rector  of  Prince  George,  Rev.  J.  B.  Williams,  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  six  persons,  ad- 
dressed them,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

Mar.  28. — Beaufort.  Visited  St.  Helena.  Before  Morning  Prayer  I 
baptized  an  infant.  Held  services  morning  and  afternoon, 
preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  At  the 
morning  service  confirmed  two  persons.  This  venerable 
Church  suffered  the  entire  destruction  of  the  chancel  end  of 
the  edifice  in  the  storm  which  passed  over  old  Beaufort  last 
September,  but  I  was  rejoiced  to  find  the  injury  repaired  and 
the  chancel  restored.

I  preached  at  evening  service  at  St.  Mark's,  the 
rector  saying  the  service.  I  also  made  an  address  to  the 
congregation  on  preparation  of  candidates  for  confirmation, 
heartily  endorsing  the  admirable  remarks  of  the  rector  on 
this  important  subject.  After  service  I  visited  a  sick  person 
and  confirmed  her. 

Mar.  31.— Aiken.  Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Thaddseus,  Aiken.  The 
rector  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  a 
class  of  eight  persons. 

April  1  — Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  9  A  M.  in  St.  Thaddseus 
Church,  Aiken,  the  rector,  Rev.  T.  W-  Clift,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Edgerton,  being  present. 
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April  5.— Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Berkeley.  Immediately 
before  divine  service  a  mural  tablet,  erected  by  members  of 
of  the  Parish  and  friends  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev. 
W.  B.  W.  Howe,  was  unveiled.  The  venerable  Church  was 
filled  with  a  large  and  deeply  interested  congregation,  many 
of  whom  had  come  by  boat  from  Charleston  to  unite  with 
friends,  relatives,  and  brethren  in  paying  this  tribute  to  the 
beloved  memory  of  the  Bishop.  I  said  Morning  Prayer, 
preached,  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion. 

April  11.— Palm  Sunday — Charleston.  In  the  morning  at  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Communion;  I  preached,  confirmed  a  fine  class 
of  twenty  three,  made  an  address  to  them,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion. 

At  5  P.  M.,  in  Grace  Church,  I  confirmed  a  class  of  sixteen, 
and  made  an  address. 

At  6  P.  M„  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  confirmed  a  class  of 
fifteen  and  addressed  them. 

At  8  P.  M.,  again  at  St.  Michael's,  I  preached  at  a  united 
service  of  the  Churches,  many  of  the  clergy  being  present 
with  the  Rector  in  the  chancel. 
April  12. — Monday — Went  over  to  Mount  Pleasant,  and,  after  Morning 
Prayer,  said  by  the  Rector,  in  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  I  made 
an  address  on  the  Gospel  of  the  Bay. 
April  13. — Tuesday— Assisted  the  Rector  in  the  service  at  Morning 
Prayer  in  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  and  made  an  address  on 
the  Gospel  of  the  Day. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  did  the  same  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion. 

April  14. — Wednesday — Took  the  morning  service  at  St.  Paul's,  for  the 
Rector,  who  was  detained  at  home  by  the  extreme  illness  of 
a  beloved  daughter,  and  made  an  address  on  the  Passion  of 
our  Lord. 

April  15. — Thursday — In  the  morning  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cornish 
at  St.  John's  Chapel,  made  an  address  on  the  Gospel,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  afternoon,  visited  the  House  of  Rest,  held  a  service 
for  the  children,  and  made  them  an  address  on  our  Lord's 
Passion. 

At  night  visited  Calvary  Church.  The  missionary  in 
charge  and  the  Rector  of  St.  John's  Chapel  were  present.  I 
preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  five  persons,  made  an  address, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  Was  glad  to  find  the 
interior  of  the  Church  so  becomingly  painted,  the  chancel 
in  such  proper  order,  and  to  meet  so  large  a  congregation  at 
this  most  interesting  service. 
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April  16.— Good  Friday— At  St.  Philip's,  in  the  morning,  the  Rector 
said  the  service  ;  I  preached. 

In  the  afternoon  attended  a  Good  Friday  service  for  the 
children  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  and  made  an  address  on  the 
Cross  of  our  Lord.  Some  two  hundred  or  more  children 
were  present,  and  I  was  glad  to  hear  from  the  Rector  that  he 
had  had  a  service,  all  through  Lent,  specially  for  the  chil- 
dren, and  that  it  had  been  well  attended.  . 

After  Morning  Prayer  and  services  at  St.  Philip's,  I  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  in  private  to  our  venerable 
and  afflicted  brother,  the  Rev.  W.  0.  Prentiss,  in  the  cham- 
ber of  his  suffering. 

At  night  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
preached,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  and  made  them  an 
address. 

April  17. — Saturday— Left  Charleston  by  boat  at  7  A,  M.,  breakfasted 
at  the  rectory,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  drove  up  thirty-six 
miles  to  McClellanville. 

April  18— Easter — Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  James,  Santee  ;  the  full 
Easter  service  in  the  old  Church,  erected  in  1768.  Except 
the  crumbling  roof,  the  Church  is  in  a  sound  condition,  and 
was  put  in  becoming  order,  and  dressed  with  greens  and 
flowers  for  the  Easter  service.  The  families  who  compose 
the  Parish  all  came  to  the  service,  a  few  individuals  being 
detained  at  home,  and  friends  and  Christian  brethren  from 
McClellanville  and  the  neighborhood  filled  the  old  Church 
with  the  largest  congregation  assembled  in  its  historic  walls 
for  many  long  years.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  saying  the  full  service  for  Easter  morning.  The 
old  Bible,  an  elegant  folio  edition,  from  which  the  lessons 
were  read,  has  quite  a  history.  It  was  presented  by  Mrs- 
Rebecca  Motte  in  1773  ;  was  taken  from  the  Church  by  Brit- 
ish soldiers  in  the  Revolution,  carried  to  England,  and, 
being  exposed  for  sale  on  a  book  stall  in  London,  was  pur- 
chased by  a  gentleman,  and,  after  the  war,  restored  by  him 
to  the  Church. 

We  had  a  delightful  service  in  the  old  Church,  hearty  re- 
sponses, and  good  music,  and  for  the  latter  felt  under  many 
obligations  to  the  most  obliging  Presbyterian  lady  who  fre- 
quently gives  her  valuable  services  to  this  congregation.  It 
was  good  for  us  all  to  be  there. 

April  19. — Monday — I  went  to  "  Harrietta,"  on  the  Santee,  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  and  made  an  address.  The 
large  parlor  was  well  filled  with  the  families  from  the  neigh- 
boring plantations.

At  night,  in  McClellanville,  there  being  no  way  of  lighting 
our  Church  in  the  village,  I  held  service  and  preached  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  which  had  been  most  kindly  put  at 
my  disposal  for  the  occasion. 

April  20— Officiated  at  a  marriage  in  private  in  Charleston. 

April  21 — At  4  o'clock  this  afternoon,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  read  the 
service  at  the  funeral  of  Mrs.  Marian  Campbell  Holmes, 
the  youngest  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell.  In  the 
fresh  bloom  of  womanhood,  the  wife  and  mother  enters 
into  life  eternal,  beloved  and  mourned  by  sorrowing  rela- 
tions and  troops  of  friends.  "  The  Lord  gave,  the  Lord 
hath  taken  away.   Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lo,rd." 

April  22 — Made  a  special  visitation  to  Trinity  Chureh,  Columbia. 

The  rector  said  Evening  Prayer,  the  Rev.  Theodotus  Ca- 
pers preached,  and  I  confirmed  a  class  of  nineteen,  and 
made  an  address  to  them. 

April  25— Sunday  after  Easter— Visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Philip's, 
Charleston.  The  Rector  said  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached, 
confirmed  a  class  of  nineteen,  four  of  whom  were  from  the 
Porter  Military  Academy,  and  made  an  address  to  them. 
Also  made  an  address  in  behalf  of  the  fund  in  aid  of  theo- 
logical education,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  afternoon  visited  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church, 
and  in  the  Chapel  at  Mount  Pleasant  baptized  an  infant, 
confirmed  a  class  of  four  persons,  and  made  an  address  to 
them. 

April  28  -Evening— Attended  service  in  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Ridgeway.  After  Evening  Prayer,  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon 
read  a  most  excellent  paper  on  the  Independency  of  the 
Early  British  Church. 

April  29— Presided  over  Convocation,  made  an  address  at  the  chil- 
dren's service  in  the  afternoon,  and  preached  at  night. 

April  30— Presided  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the  Columbia  Convo- 
cation, and  returned  to  Columbia  in  the  afternoon. 

May  2d— Sunday— In    the  morning  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St. 

Paul's,  Charleston.  Dr.  Campbell,  the  rector,  said  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  I  preached,  confirmed  a  class  of  thirteen,  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  also  visited  the  Sunday-school  of  St.  Paul's,  and  made 
an  address. 

In  the  afternoon  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  Luke's, 
Charleston.  The  Rector,  Dr.  Wilson,  and  the  Rev,  Mr. 
Cornish  were  present,  the  latter  saying  Evening  Prayer. 
I  preached,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  addressed  them. 

At  night  I  visited  St.  John's  Chapel,  Charleston.  Mr. 
Cornish  said  Evening  Prayer,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
eight  persons,  and  made  an  address  to  them. 
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May  3d— Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  7  A.  M.,  in  St 
Michael's,  Charleston,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johnson  This 
was  the  opening  service  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
South  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

In  the  afternoon  I  presided  at  the  annual  business  meet- 
ing of  the  Auxiliary,  and  a  very  encouraging  and  helpful 
meeting  it  was.  The  reports  showed  that  by  the  united 
efforts  of  the  Parish  Branches  over  $1,700  had  been  ex- 
pended in  boxes  for  missionaries,  and  in  other  good  work 
for  the  Church  A  pleasant  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the 
presence  of  the  young  ladies  who  represented  the  Junior 
Auxiliaries  of  St.  Michael's  and  St.  Philip's  Churches, 
Charleston.  They  made  excellent  reports,  and  I  think 
showed  that  they  had  raised  and  expended  nearly  $400 
in  mission  work.  At  night  I  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Diocesan  Trustees. 


APPENDIX  II. 


Report  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  flissions. 


The  Board  of  Missions  regrets  that  in  this  annual  statement 
we  are  not  able  to  report  so  bright  a  condition  of  affairs  as  it 
was  in  our  power  to  do  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  It 
is  always  discouraging  to  be  behind  hand,  and  the  Treasurer 
was  forced  to  report  to  the  Board  a  deficit  of  $1,099.90.  In 
looking  over  the  amounts  contributed  by  the  different  Parishes 
and  Mission  Stations  in  the  four  Missionary  Districts,  we  dis- 
cover a  serious  falling  off  in  the  several  districts,  so  the  Board 
thought  it  well  to  make  a  comparison  of  the  amounts  given 
last  year,  with  those  which  have  been  received  for  the  year 
ending  with  this  Council.  This  comparison  discloses  the  fact 
that  the  First  District  has  fallen  $364:.  17  below  the  mark  of 
last  year;  the  Second  has  fallen  short  $25.49;  the  Third  Dis- 
trict $99.06,  and  the  Fourth  District  $580.74. 

The  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  in  the  four  Districts  have, 
therefore,  failed  to  reach  the  mark  set  by  themselves  last  year 
by  the  sum  of  $1,069.46.  If  we  had  held  our  own  and  been 
satisfied  with  that,  the  Treasurer  would  have  had  to  report  a 
deficit  of  but  $30.44;  whereas  it  has  been  a  painful  duty  to 
declare  that  we  are  in  debt  to  our  missionaries  $1,099.90.  Can 
any  of  us  assign  any  reasons  far  so  large  a  falling  off?  Cer- 
tainly there  are  just  as  many  churchmen  in  the  Diocese  as 
there  were  last  year.  Are  our  people  any  poorer  than  they 
were  a  year  ago  ?  We  were  blessed  with  good  harvests  the 
last  season,  and  these  obtained  fair  prices.  Your  Board  had 
anticipated  a  brighter  outlook  and  a  more  satisfactory  condi- 
tion of  the  Treasury.  It  is  our  painful  duty  to  remind  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  that  when  we  return  to  our  respective 
homes  we  must  make  some  effort  to  wipe  out  this  debx  to  our 
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faithful  missionaries,  and  to  call  to  mind  the  fact  that  we  have 
already  entered  on  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1897  and  1898. 
Unless  the  number  of  our  missionaries  be  decreased,  or  the 
small  sums  appropriated  be  considerably  reduced,  taking  as  a 
basis  the  appropriations  of  last  year,  we  will  owe  at  least  $1,300 
more  on  August  1st.  Now,  unless  the  whole  Church  in  this 
Diocese  arouses  herself,  your  Board  will  be  burdened  with  a 
debt  which  it  will  not  be  able  to  carry.  You  will  remember 
it  is  the  settled  policy  of  the  Board  of  Missions  not  to  borrow 
money  to  pay  missionaries,  but  the  money  must  come  some 
how,  else  the  missionary  operations  in  this  Diocese  will  be 
seriously  crippled;  our  missionary  force,  already  too  small,  be 
made  smaller  still,  and  well-tried,  faithful,  earnest,  God-fearing 
men  be  made  to  suffer  in  a  way  that  this  Diocese  has  no  right 
to  demand  of  them.  You  will  bear  in  mind  we  are  asking  for 
means  to  liquidate  a  debt  contracted  for  work  already  accom- 
plished. Your  missionaries  have  faithfully  done  their  work 
and  duty  ;  it  now  remains  for  the  Diocese  to  make  good  her 
pledges,  which  pledges  were  made  by  the  Board  as  your  rep- 
resentatives, and  we  do  believe,  after  this  statement,  you  will 
all  go  to  your  homes  and  do  your  part  to  make  up  the  defi- 
ciencies above  reported.  Respectfully,

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 


Charleston,  S.  C,  May  3rd,  1897. 

To  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  : 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina,  respectfully  shows  as  follows  ; 

That  during  the  past  year,  among  the  various  matters  which 
have  come  before  them,  they  have  deemed  the  following  of 
sufficient  importance  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Council : 

St.  Matthews'  Mission,  at  Darlington,  S.  C,  desired  to  pur- 
chase an  available  piece  of  property  in  the  town,  containing  a 
building  which  could  be  rendered  suitable  for  a  Rectory,  and 
upon  which  premises  they  could,  some  time  in  the  future,  en- 
deavor to  erect  a  new  Chapel.  The  Mission  requested  the 
balance  of  the  Baker  legacy  from  the  Trustees,  for  this  pur- 
pose, a  portion  of  this  legacy  having  heretofore  been  spent  in 
order  to  obtain  a  memorial  for  Mrs.  Baker.  The  Board  ex- 
amined carefully  into  the  matter,  and  deemed  it  advisable  to 
grant  this  request,  and  accordingly  the  rest  of  the  fund  was 
paid  over  to  the  Mission,  which,  as  the  Board  has  been  in- 
formed, has  completed  the  purchase. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Diocesan  Council  to 
obtain  reports  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  especially  in 
relation  to  the  property  held  by  the  various  Parishes  and  or- 
ganizations of  the  Church,  is  still  at  work,  and  will  present  an 
additional  report  to  the  Council  this  year,  which  may  perhaps 
be  in  the  shape  of  a  separate  report,  handed  in  herewith. 

The  Board  have  continued,  as  usual,  to  give  certain  assist- 
ance to  All  Saints  Parish,  Hampton,  and  to  the  City  Mission- 
ary at  St.  Johns',  out  of  the  funds  in  their  hands. 

The  Board  has  also,  during  the  year,  kept  up  the  contribution 
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of  this  Diocese  for  the  assistance  of  the  Theological  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  the  South,  by  payment  of  $500, 
the  amount  assessed  against  the  Diocese. 

This  has  been  paid  out  of  the  income  from  the  Converse 
College  Bond,  and  the  rest  of  this  income,  some  $200,  and 
also  the  income  from  the  Pringle  Frost  Bond,  has  been  handed 
over  by  the  Board,  as  usual,  to  the  Bight  Keverend,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  for  the  assistance  of  candidates  for  Holy  Or- 
ders. 

The  Board  reports  with  pleasure,  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Henry 
A.  M.  Smith,  of  Charleston,  to  repair  and  care  for  St.  Pauls, 
Stono,  and  have  assisted  Mr.  Smith  as  much  as  lay  in  their 
power. 

The  cash  statement  and  memorandum  of  securities  of  the 
Treasurer,  is  annexed  hereto.

APPENDIX  VII. 


riemorial. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina beg  to  present  through  this  Council  its  claim  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina. 

This  Society  is  one  of  the  oldest  charitable  associations  in 
the  State  (formed  1762)  and  is  a  pure  charity.  The  officers 
serve  without  compensation. 

While  the  demands  upon  it  are  increasing,  it  sees  with  pain 
and  regret  its  income  diminishing,  and  its  ability  to  help  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  the  clergy  growing  less  and  less.  It 
now  appeals  to  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  to  come  to  its  aid. 

Its  sources  of  income  are  three  fold. 

1.  From  investments,  the  accumulations  of  the  past. 

2.  From  the  contributions  of  parishes. 

3.  From  the  subscription  of  members. 

1.  With  the  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest  the  former 
have  decreased  from  (say)  in  1892  $2,492  to  $2,480  in  1896-7. 

2.  The  contributions  from  the  parishes  at  best  were  never 
worthy  of  the  Church,  and  even  they  are  decreasing.  They 
were: 

In  1892    $169.74       1893    $  99.40 

1894    $  43.78       1895    $138.02  (special  appeal) 
1896    $  45.77       1897    $  37.44  to  May,  end  of  fiscal 

year. 

3.  The  subscriptions  from  members  show  an  equally  dis- 
couraging decrease. 

In  1892  they  were  $898.00  In  1893  $743.39 
In  1894  they  were  $531.50  In  1895  $517.77 
In  1896  they  were  $436.27  In  1897  $443.50 
In  this  year  there  have  been  several  resignations  and  no  new 

members.    So  unless  new  members  come  in,  this  amount  will 

be  still  less. 
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The  number  of  those  whom  the  society  aids  are  15,  the 
highest  amount  given  being  $180,  and  the  lowest  $100,  in  all 
$2,698.  Of  these  13  are  the  widows  or  orphans  of  rectors 
of  parishes  outside  of  Charleston.  Two  are  the  widows  of 
rectors  of  Charleston  Parishes. 

There  are  lay  members  42 

Of  these  there  are  from  Charleston  37 

From  the  State  at  large   5  42 

In  1887  to  go  back  a  little,  there  were  120  lay  members,  the 
large  majority  from  Charleston. 

Is  the  reason  far  to  seek  why  the  Charleston  laymen  are 
withdrawing  from  the  Society  ? 

The  State  at  large  is  drawing  thirteen-fifteenths  of  the 
benefits  of  the  Society  and  contributes  in  membership  only 
five  thirty-sevenths. 

The  contributions  from  parishes  will  show  about  the  same 
ratio. 

Of  the  clergy  in  the  Diocese  only  thirteen  take  interest 
enough  in  the  Society  to  be  members  and  so  far  as  it  is  known 
not  one  practices  the  former  custom  of  bringing  the  Society 
to  the  attention  of  his  congregation  annually  by  a  sermon 
preached  in  its  behalf  on  Whit  Sunday,  and  taking  up  an 
offertory  in  its  behalf. 

The  clergy  are  reminded  that  only  the  families  of  members 
can  receive  support.  With  its  narrowed  resources  the  Society 
can  not  now  make  donations  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
non  members  as  formerly  it  was  its  pleasure  and  privilege  to 
do  In  fact  it  has  been  obliged  to  strike  from  its  list  all  of  the 
orphans  over  21  years  it  formerly  aided,  and  confine  itself  to 
the  widows  of  the  deceased  clergy  and  the  orphans  under  21 
years  of  age. 

If  the  clergy,  despite  of  appeals  made  annually,  and  made 
in  vain,  refuse  to  take  an  interest  in  the  Society  enough  to 
join  it  and  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  their  parishes,  how  oan 
they  expect  laymen  to  take  an  interest  in  it  % 

If  the  laymen  in  the  parishes  in  the  State  at  large  will  not 
help  the  Society  by  their  contributions  and  advice,  and  coun- 
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sel  as  members,  how  can  they  expect  the  layman  of  Charles- 
ton to  keep  up  their  interest  in  it  ? 

The  Society  would  mention  the  fact  that  there  is  one  parish  in 
this  State  where  the  widows  and  orphans  of  two  of  its  deceased 
rectors  have  for  years  received  from  the  Society  about  $500, 
and  now  that  the  Society  has  been  compelled  to  drop  the 
orphan  from  its  list,  widows  now  receive  $360  annually ;  and 
yet  there  is  not  a  single  member  from  that  parish,  nor  has  that 
parish  given  a  dollar  for  years.  Surely  if  these  facts  were 
presented  to  the  laymen  of  that  parish  they  would  not  suffer 
this  state  of  things  to  exist.  And  remember,  it  is  only  through 
the  clergy  that  these  representations  can  be  made. 

What  is  true  of  this  parish  is  in  a  lesser  degree  true  of 
many  other  parishes.  In  Charleston  it  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  there  is  a  parish  without  a  single  member  to  represent  it 
though  the  family  of  its  deceased  rector  is  on  the  list  of  bene- 
ficiaries. 

The  Society  would  therefore  ask  the  Council  to  adopt  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  above  memorial  of  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  be  received  as  in- 
formation and  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 

Resolved,  further ',  That  the  Clergy  be  earnestly  requested 
to  revive  the  ancient  custom,  and  on  every  Whit  Sunday 
bring  to  the  attention  of  their  parishes  the  aims  and  needs  of 
this  Society,  and  devote  the  offertory  taken  up  on  that  day  to 
its  charity,  urging  the  parishioners  to  become  members. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  laymen  of  the  Church  are  also 
earnestly  requested  by  joining  the  Society  to  aid  it  both  by 
their  means,  their  counsel  and  advice.

Archdeaconry  of  South  Carolina  for  Colored  People. 


SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON. 


Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Caper 's,  D.  I).,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

Dear  Bishop — My  own  official  acts  during  the  last  conciliar 
year,  May,  1896,  to  1897,  are  as  follows: 

Services,  134 ;  sermons,  94 ;  addresses,  58  ;  baptisms,  20  ; 
marriages,  4  ;  burials,  5  ;  Holy  Communion  celebrated  in  pub- 
lic, 49  times;  in  private,  2  times;  in  all,  51  times.  I  have  vis- 
ited in  the  mission  Sunday-schools  16  times;  day  schools,  17 
times  ;  laid  one  corner  stone;  assisted  in  the  laying  of  one,  in 
one  ordination,  and  in  the  consecration  of  one  church. 

These  official  acts  have  been  much  less  in  number,  espe- 
cially among  the  day  schools,  because  for  two  months  a 
member  of  my  family  was  so  ill  as  to  keep  me  in  close  at- 
tendance. For  the  same  cause  I  was  prevented  from  going 
to  other  dioceses,  by  your  consent,  to  make  known  the  gen- 
eral work  among  the  colored  people  in  behalf  of  the  Church 
Commission,  charged  with  the  financial  interests  of  that 
branch  of  missions. 

The  year  just  closed  has  witnessed  to  a  severe,  but  perhaps 
not  unwholesome,  struggle  to  keep  together  and  a-going  the 
different  missions  and  institutions  of  our  archdeaconry.  Dur- 
ing no  year  since  our  work  was  organized  have  we  received  so 
little  aid,  apart  from  the  regular  gifts  of  the  Church  Com- 
mission and  our  own  Diocesan  Board.  This  has  been  owing, 
no  doubt,  in  part  to  the  conditions  existent  in  the  financial 
world,  but  in  greater  part  to  the  fact  that,  for  two  years,  no 
steps  have  been  taken  to  make  known  our  needs  as  of  yore. 
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The  Rescue  Mission,  in  Lexington  County,  our  industrial 
home  for  out-cast  boys,  has  had  five  inmates,  three  of  whom 
remain;  one  having  died,  and  one  been  stolen  away  by  a 
misguided  (and  repentant)  father.  Connected  with  this  mis- 
sion, of  which  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell  is  in  charge,  with  Mrs. 
Howell  matron  of  rescue  department,  are  a  day  school  and  a 
farm.  On  this  farm  the  rescue  boys  are  required  to  work. 
Other  industrial  features  are  to  be  added  in  due  time.  Dur- 
ing the  year  we  have  added  a  commodious  barn  for  the  farm. 
I  must  not  fail  to  speak,  and  that  gratefully,  of  the  care  taken 
by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey,  from 
whom  we  receive  a  considerable  portion  of  the  support  of  this 
institution. 

The  Good  Physician  Hospital  was  compelled  to  suspend 
the  first  of  January  last,  having  no  means  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses. During  the  year  1896,  there  were  treated  over  one 
hundred  patients  and  about  200  at  the  dispensary  depart- 
ment. There  is  a  small  farm  connected  with  the  hospital. 
We  still  have  control  of  the  property,  and  hope,  at  length  to 
start  again.  Nothing  could  more  tenderly  address  itself  to  the 
heart  of  the  merciful  than  such  an  institution.  The  City 
Council  of  Columbia  allows  us  the  building  and  grounds,  and 
appropriates  $500  a  year.  The  citizens  of  Columbia  also, 
m^re  and  more,  show  a  willing  mind  towards  it. 

Holy  Cross  Mission  Home  for  old  people,  Brook  Green,  has 
had  several  inmates  the  past  year,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mrs,  Marinus  Willett,  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  missionary  in 
charge.  We  have  been  much  hindered  in  this  by  the  want 
of  some  one  to  take  immediate  charge,  but  hope  that  is 
now  provided  for.  Mrs.  Willett  has  had  the  good  fortune 
to  receive  a  legacy  of  $5,000  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Theo- 
dore Eaton,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  Eaton,  of 
New  York.  This  sum  is  left  to  Mrs.  Willett's  exclusive  con- 
trol, and  she  proposes  to  invest  a  portion  of  it  for  the  benefit 
of  the  home,  which  may  be  converted  into  a  much  needed 
hospital  for  that  thickly  settled  section,  as  it  was  intended  from 
its  beginning. 

The  Mission  House,  at  Columbia,  has  kept  on  in  its  pecu- 
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liar  sphere,  but  hardly  paid  expenses.  Several  industries  have 
been  carried  on,  as  usual,  under  its  auspices,  a  sewing  school, 
a  Sunday-school,  a  night  school.  Miss  Wheelei,  the  former 
superintendent,  left  us  last  August.  Mrs.  Joyner  is  now  the 
superintendent,  with  Mrs.  W.  F.  Clark  in  charge  of  the  in- 
dustrial branches,  Mr.  Clark  of  the  night  school,  and  Mrs.  Sally 
Williams  of  the  store-room. 

St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Charleston  County,  under  the  Rev. 
J.  H.  M.  Pollard,  has  an  industrial  department  for  boys  and 
girls  respectively,  The  former  is  equipped,  but  lacks  a  head. 
The  other  has  been  a  fruitful  success  in  the  good  work  among 
the  girls. 

At  St.  Anna's  Mission  (formerly  St.  Gabriel's),  East  Co- 
lumbia, we  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  have  had  given, 
completed  and  consecrated,  a  very  neat  chapel.  This  is  in 
memory  of  Miss  Anna  Dulles  Stille,  of  Philadelphia,  who, 
during  her  life  of  devotion  to  our  Lord,  recognized  Him  espe- 
cially in  the  aims  and  labors  of  our  archdeaconry.  The  larger 
amount  was  donated  by  Miss  Coles'  Tuesday  Missionary  Bible 
class,  of  which  Miss  Stille  was  a  member,  and  other  sums  were 
given  by  many  of  whom  she  was  well  loved.  We  have  plans 
to  add  to  this  chapel  a  school-room,  which  will  cost  about 
$300.  The  room  now  rented,  a  mere  shanty,  and  vastly  over- 
crowded, is  wholly  inadequate  and  unworthy. 

The  chapels  at  Peake,  Alston  and  Shelton  have  been  greatly 
improved,  and  the  two  former  provided  with  organs,  mainly 
by  the  sacrifices  of  the  members. 

The  mission  at  St.  George's,  Kaolin,  has  been  revived,  under 
a  lay-reader,  and  is  promising. 

At  St.  Thaddseus  Church,  Aiken,  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Clift,  rec- 
tor, a  Sunday-school  has  been  opened,  through  the  self-sacri_ 
fice  of  Mrs.  H.  K.  Chatfield. 

The  Mission  of  the  Atonement,  Walterboro,  has  been  put 
at  great  inconvenience  by  the  want  of  a  building.  Having 
been  turned  out,  by  our  Methodist  brethren,  from  the  school- 
room formerly  used,  the  congregation  has  been  worshipping 
in  the  County  Court  House.  The  corner-stone  of  the  chapel 
was  laid  last  summer,  hoping  to  get  money  to  build  from  the 
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Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  but  legal  obstacles  being 
in  the  way,  we  failed.  This  mission  deserves  well  for  its  long- 
suffering  fidelity. 

Rev.  H.  T.  Gregory  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  and  his  place  has  not  been  filled  except  by  special 
efforts  of  the  archdeacon. 

Mr.  James  H.  Parker,  lay-reader,  has  been  removed  from 
the  Brook  Green  mission  to  Rock  Hill,  and  Mr.  Frank  B. 
Gadsden  and  wife,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  have  taken 
their  place. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Lee  was  appointed  lay -reader  for  the  Shelton 
mission,  but  has  had  to  retire  tor  the  lack  of  support. 

The  mission  at  Jalapa  has  been  abandoned,  at  least  for  the 
present. 

Losses  in  receipts  from  special  sources  have  required  the 
closing  of  ten  of  our  day  schools,  besides  the  Good  Physician 
Hospital,  at  Columbia. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  five  colored  and  seven 
white  co-laborers  with  us  ;  six  lay-readers,  of  whom  one  is 
white  ;  and  thirty-one  lay-missionaries,  of  whom  seven  are 
white. 

For  all  statistics  yon  will  see  the  table  appended,  and  the 
resume  of  funds  passing  through  my  hands. 

The  year  now  closed  upon  us  has  not  been  one  to  make  us 
high-minded  with  its  successes,  as  men  see.  Yet  we  know  that 
our  blessed  Lord  has  been  with  ns  to  try  our  patience  and 
establish  our  souls  in  faith.  He  has  not  left  Himself  without 
witness,  in  the  harder  struggles  He  has  required  of  His  ser- 
vants, in  the  larger  care  He  has  imposed  upon  our  sense  of 
stewardship,  and  in  much,  after  all  that  has  been  wrought  in 
His  Holy  Name.  It  is  a  part  of  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter to  know  that  God  taketh  account,  not  so  much  of  the 
Church's  achievements,  as  of  the  umind  of  Christ,"  which  is 
in  her  members. 

I  must  bring  this  report  to  an  end  with  words  of  thanks- 
giving most  hearty,  to  all  those  who  have  aided  us  in  our  mis- 
sionary work.  Especially  do  we  recognize  the  helpfulness  of 
the  Church  Commission,  and  the  courtesies  of  its  acting  secre- 
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tary,  Mr.  Pellew.  Many  without  the  Diocese,  and,  what 
touches  the  missionary's  heart  the  more,  not  a  few  within, 
have  been  helpers  of  our  joy  in  alms  and  prayers. 

Nor  shall  I  fail  to  acknowledge,  with  warmest  thanks,  your 
helpful  sympathy  aud  confidence,  dear  Bishop,  who  have 
failed  in  no  particular  to  manifest  your  good  will,  as  shep- 
herd of  all  the  flock,  towards  that  hunble  portion  of  it  for 
whom  I  am  servant  for  Jesus's  sake. 

Above  all  and  for  all,  praise  be  to  God,  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost,  whose  wisdom  and  grace  I  invoke  upon  you  and 
all  for  the  year  to  come.  Amen.

REMARKS. 

We  are  now  building  a  new  Church,  which  will  cost  about  $12,000 
or  more.  It  will  be  ready  for  use  in  June,  perhaps.  The  burden  is 
heavy  upon  our  members,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  in  meagre  circum- 
stances. We  have  been  obliged  to  borrow,  as  our  report  shows.  The 
American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  is  our  creditor  for  the 
amount  necessary  to  make  our  church  habitable.  We  are  allowed 
five  years  in  which  to  repay  the  loan,  but  will  strain  every  nerve  to 
wipe  out  the  debt  as  soon  as  possible,  During  the  year  the  Rector 
has  had  services  as  often  as  possible  for  our  scattered  people  wher- 
ever they  were  accessible.  At  Pelham  Factory  regular  monthly  ser- 
vices have  been  held  for  some  time  past.

REMARKS. 

After  nearly  forty  years  spent  in  service  of  this  parish,  the  vener- 
able Rector,  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  resigned  his  office  in  June,  1896. 
He  was  elected  Rector  Emeritus,  but  continued  to  serve  the  congre- 
gation until  the  first  Sunday  in  October  when  the  pastoral  care  was 
assumed  by  Rev.  Thos.  Tracy  Walsh.  Mr.  Walsh  had  served  the  par- 
ish during  the  previous  winter,  as  assistant  to  the  Rector,  and  his 
return  was  expected.  After  four  months  as  Deacon  in  charge,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  priesthood,  February  7th,  1897,  in  the  presence  of  his 
congregation  at  St.  Jude's.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  communicants,  and  the  outlook  is  very  bright.

REMARKS. 


A  Sunday  School  has  been  established  at  the  Poe  Mill,  under  the 
efficient  management  of  Mr.  Kirkman  G.  Finlay. 

On  Sunday  March  14th,  1897,  the  Rector,  in  behalf  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  Christ  Church,  formally  received,  and  solemnly  consecrated  to 
the  service  of  God,  an  oaken  Baptistry,  with  its  brass  railing  and  gate, 
and  a  beautiful  Angel  Font  and  brass  Ewer,  all  presented  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Jos.  C.  Coxe,  formerly  of  Greenville,  now  of  East  Orange,  N.  J.,  as 
memorials  of  their  daughter,  Annie  Eleanor  Coxe,  and  their  mother, 
Sarah  Annie  Stevens  Croft. 

Prior  to  her  death  (May  4th,  1896),  Mrs.  S.  A.  S.  Croft,  through  the 
Rector,  conveyed  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Christ  Church,  as 
an  unconditional  gift,  the  property  known  and  used  as  Christ  Church 
Home  for  the  Sick.  This,  together  with  the  accompanying  funds  in 
the  hands  of  the  Home  Board,  has  enabled  the  Vestry  to  make  a 
decided  reduction  in  the  general  indebtedness  of  the  Parish,  and  ren- 
dering the  financial  outlook  brighter  than  it  has  been  for  some  years 
past.  A  plan  is  now  on  foot  to  build  a  new  Rectory  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  old  one  (built  in  1841)  having  grown  too  dilapidated  for  further 
use.

REMARKS. 

St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Willington,  is  the  centre  of  a  large  mission 
work.  The  statistics  given  include  both  those  of  St.  Stephen's  and 
also  of  the  Associated  Missions  except  that  those  of  St.  Mark's  Colored 
Mission  are  only  partially  given.  No  statistics  of  the  number  of  per- 
sons who  have  been  baptized  (except  such  as  were  baptized  during  the 
year  just  completed)  in  connection  with  St.  Mark's  could  be  otherwise 
than  misleading,  and  hence  have  been  omitted.  There  are  a  few,  very 
few  colored  children  in  this  territory  who,  having  been  baptized,  are 
still  really  connected  with  our  Church,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  it 
is  to  be  feared  that  their  parents  have  small  intention  of  regarding 
them  as  belonging  thereto. 

I  am  glad  to  report  St.  Stephen's,  Willington,  as  in  a  most  encourag- 
ing condition.  Our  people  are  alive  and  active  in  their  interest  in  the 
Church  and  the  attendance  is  excellent.  The  recently  established 
Bible  Class  for  grown  persons  and  Sunday  School  for  children  are  being 
successfully  and  helpfully  carried  on. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Pettigru.  is  now  freed  from  the 
debt  resting  upon  it.  Interest  here  is  unabated  and  the  promise  of 
good  results  encouraging. 

In  regard  to  the  financial  report,  the  amount  paid  the  minister  is 
about  one  hundred  dollars,  or  has  been  heretofore.   Our  treasurer  died 
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not  many  months  ago  and  an  exact  report  is  impossible.  St.  Stephen's 
Church  has  suffered  a  sore  bereavement  in  the  death  of  a  noble  and 
devoted  member,  the  late  Guilford  Stark  Cade,  whose  sudden  death 
has  deeply  stirred  the  whole  community. 

The  St.  Stephen's  Chapter  of  Daughters  of  the  King  continue  to  do 
active  and  efficient  work.

In  September,  1896,  the  roof  of  the  Chapel  was  very  badly  damaged 
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during  a  storm.  Friends  of  every  shade  of  religious  conviction 
promptly  came  to  our  aid,  as  usual,  and  so  enabled  us  to  make  imme- 
diate repairs,  contributing  about  two-thirds  of  their  cost. 

During  the  summer  a  lady  resident  presented  handsome  set  of  crim- 
son hangings,  completing  our  furnishings.

REMARKS. 


Seventeen  broken  lights  in  the  windows  of  the  Chapel  were  repaired, 
each  light  costing  about  forty  cents.  The  seats  borrowed  from  the 
Presbyterians  have  recently  been  given  to  the  Mission,  and  a  carpenter 
employed  to  adjust  them,  so  that  we  have  now  a  broad  central  alley 
through  the  nave.  The  whole  Chapel  is  ceiled,  lathed  and  plastered. 
Curtains,  suspended  by  poles  and  rings,  enclose  a  small  Vestry  room. 
An  oaken  credence  table  is  purchased,  corresponding  in  color  to  the 
cypress  altar.  Costly  lenten  altar  coverings,  and  an  expensive  fine, 
white  linen  cloth,  all  neatly  embroidered  with  proper  Church  designs, 
have  been  worked  and  presented  to  the  Chapel  by  a  member  of  Grace 
Church,  Charleston,  S.  C.  While  on  this  subject  allow  me  to  correct  a 
misprint  in  the  Journal,  A.  D.  1895.  Instead  of  "  First  letters  of  the 
Greek  Alphabet,"  read  first  and  last  letters,  (referring  to  embossed  let- 
ters on  the  Altar. ) 

We  expect  to  have  a  railing  for  the  sanctuary  in  a  few  weeks,  and 
finally  to  request  the  Bishop  to  consecrate  the  building  with  its  fur- 
niture.

The  decadence  of  rice  culture  in  the  valley  of  the  Savannah  Rivei 
and  in  New  River  has  caused,  with  the  exception  of  the  subscriber, 
the  withdrawal  of  all  the  members  of  this  congregation  from  residence 
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in  South  Carolina.  Only  two  families  remain  here.  These  families 
consist  of  adults,  only  one  child,  an  infant  of  1  year.  The  Sunday 
school,  which  was  once  very  flourishing,  is  therefore  discontinued. 
The  community  is  a  very  poor  one  and  there  is  very  little  hope  for  the 
future  of  the  Church  here.  No  prospect  whatever  of  ability  to  even 
guarantee  the  railway  fare  from  distant  points.  Mr.  Pringle's  minis- 
trations have  been  acceptable  and  we  appreciate  the  privileges  of 
worship  in  our  Church  his  presence  afforded.

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Chapel 
at  Greenwood  has  been  completed  and  consecrated  on  October  4,  1896. 
The  total  cost  of  the  Mission,  including  all  expenses  of  services  from 
February,  1892,  to  the  present  time,  cost  of  lot  and  chapel  thereon,  is 
$2,035.11.  Our  property  is,  at  present  property  valuations,  worth  not 
less  than  $2,500.  The  chapel  is  insured  for  $800,  which  is  considered  to 
be  about  two-tliiids  its  real  value.  Greenwood  is  now  a  county  site  and 
is  growing  in  population  rapidly.  I  think  it  would  be  wise,  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  post  a  missionary  there.  Until  this  can  be  done,  I  respect- 
fully recommend  that  the  Chapel  of  the  Resurrection  be  placed  under 
the  immediate  charge  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity,  Abbeville,  who  is  now 
associated  wiih  the  Missionary.  The  two  churches  are  close,  and  an 
active  man  can  do  effective  work  in  both  places.  More  parochial  work 
is  needed  there,  and  if  the  Missionary  in  charge  is  close  by  to  push  the 
interest  of  the  work,  a  Sunday  school  could  be  started  and  proper 
parish  societies  organized. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  accurate  statistics,  because  under  present  condi- 
tions no  one  can  tell  when  new-comers  can  be  considered  as  permanent 
citizens.

An  Address  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

My  Dear  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  : 

On  June  20th,  1896, 1  resigned  the  rectorship  both  of  All 
Saints  Church,  Hampton  County,  and  of  St.  Jude's  Church, 
Walterboro,  and  with  my  family  removed  immediately  to 
Walterboro,  which  D.  V.  will  be  my  future  residence.  At 
the  request  of  the  Wardens  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  I  promised 
to  celebrate  public  worship  in  said  Church  on  the  morning  of 
each  Sunday,  and  to  administer  the  Communion  monthly,  until 
the  arrival  of  my  successor  to  take  charge  of  the  Parish,  I  also 
promised  to  discharge  such  other  ministerial  or  pastoral  duties 
as  may  be  desired.  In  pursuance  of  this  promise,  I  celebrated 
public  worship  13  times  on  13  Sundays,  preaching  each  time, 
administered  Communion  once  ;  I  also  read  the  burial  service 
over  one  person.  On  the  first  Sunday  in  October  the  Rev.  T, 
T.  Walsh,  took  full  charge  of  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  as  he  was 
only  in  Deacon's  Orders,  I  assisted  him  on  all  occasions  of 
public  worship,  pronouncing  the  Absolution  and  Benediction. 
I  also  administered  the  Communion  3  times,  Mr.  Walsh  assist- 


ing  me  in  the  distribution  of  the  elements,  and  saying  the  Post 
Communion  service.  On  Sunday.  7th  February,  Mr.  Walsh 
was  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  and  from  that  time  has  per- 
formed the  full  service  in  the  Sanctuary.  On  Easter  Sunday, 
at  his  request,  I  said  Post  Communion  service  and  pronounced 
the  Benediction.  On  6  Sundays,  Mr.  Walsh  was  absent  from 
Walterboro  on  missionary  duty,  and  on  the  morning  of  these 
Sundays  I  performed  at  public  worship  in  St.  Jude's  Church, 
preaching  each  time,  I  also  assisted  Mr.  Walsh  in  the  burial 
service,  baptized  2  infants  and  administered  the  Communion 
in  private  to  an  infirm  lady,  Mr.  Walsh  being  present  at  each 
and  assisting  me  in  the  sei  vices.  On  all  occasions  of  public 
worship  performed  by  myself,  I  was  assisted  by  the  Lay- 
reader  Mr.  G.  H.  O.  Rivers.  On  accepting  my  resignation, 
the  Vestries  of  All  Saints,  Hampton  County,  and  of  St.  Jude's 
Church,  Walterboro,  respectively,  elected  me  Rector  Emeritus 
of  the  churches  represented  by  them,  promising  me  a  compli- 
mentary salary  of  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  the  year,  to 
be  paid  quarterly,  this  promise  has  been  punctually  met,  and 
I  have  received  from  All  Saint's  Church,  Hampton  County, 
$75,  and  from  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro,  $100.  The 
treasurer  of  the  latter  Church  paying  in  advance.

Act  of  Incorporation, 


The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly : 

An  Act  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and 
sitting  in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  : 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  time  being,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereb}  appointed  Trustees,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that 
now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  churches,  or  dormant 
parishes,  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which 
have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any 
property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  said  Diocese,  which  may  desire  to  surrender 
or  convey  the  same  to  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters  of 
incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all 
the  powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
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make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the 
management  of  the  property  under  their  charge,  as  shall  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  de- 
scribed in  the  first  Section,  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
Trustees,  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  con- 
veyance other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Church.

Constitution. 


AKTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to 
and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
acknowledges  their»authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL-MEETING. 

Sec.  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by 
the  preceding  Council ;  or  on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to 
determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall 
appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such 
meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling 
it  shall  determine,  and  at  such  meeting  no  other  business  shall 
be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said 
meeting  ;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  at 
such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease  or  other 
cause  deemed  sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the 
meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or  special,  the  said 
authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  holding  such 
meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after 
such  designation. 
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ARTICLE  ILL 

OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is 
one,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of 
twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  discharging  the 
duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minister 
of  an  organized  Parish  that  is,  or  has  been,  or  hereafter  may 
be  in  union  with  the  Council ;  or  who,  after  a  continued 
membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council,  is  incapaci- 
tated by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
as  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only  in  the  annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  rights  and 
privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason 
of  anything  in  this  Section  contained,  but  such  rights  and 
privileges  shall  be  determined  by  the  tenor  of  the  Article  as 
it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May,  1889. 

Provided,  However,  that  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said 
rights,  by  failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 

Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number,  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  by  each  Parish  or  congregation  in  union 
with  the  Council  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof 
to  represent  it  in  the  Council. 

The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take  place  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof,  or  in  de- 
fault of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies. 

Four  other  Lay  Deputies  may  be  elected  at  any  such  election, 
to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes  for  such  Lay  Deputies 
15 
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elected  as  above,  who  may  not  from  any  cause  attend  the 
Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  con- 
tinue until  the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are 
permitted  to  take  their  seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of 
their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall  in  any  case  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a 
Deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  Council,  be  permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so 
taken,  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of  another  Church. 

Sec  7.  No  Lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or 
Church  which  has  failed  for  three  successive  years  to  elect  a 
Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  pay  the  as- 
sessments laid  by  the  Council,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Council. 

And  unless  all  arrears  due  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Bishop's 
fund  are  paid,  such  Parish  or  Church  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
vote,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council.  Pro- 
vided that  such  Church,  upon  application,  may  be  admitted 
as  a  new  Parish  or  Church. 

iSec  8.  Whin  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order 
the  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy, 
and  then  of  Parishes  and  Deputies  ;  after  which,  if  a  quorum 
be  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Council  duly 
organized. 

Sec.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or 
Standing  Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  imme- 
diately after  it  shall  have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of 
the  Clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom  and  the  same 
shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  their  privileges  in 
the  Council.  Provided,  that  if  a  question  be  made,  the  right 
of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  A  QUORUM. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  order  and  Lay  Represen- 
tatives of  fifteen  Churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  generally  ;  but  any  number  of  either 
order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until 
a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of 
the  Council,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there 
be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Council,  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be 
elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  OTHER  OFFICERS   OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Sec.  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chan- 
cellor, a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by 
ballot  from  the  Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil 
and  ecclesiastical  law,  and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop. 
He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected. 

He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiastical),  affect- 
ing the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  at 
all  times  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required 
or  desired. 

He  shall  also  be  the  legal  advisor  of  all  special  committees, 
appointed  by  the  Council,  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all 
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other  duties  gennain  to  his  profession,  which  may  be  required 
by  Canon  or  resolution  of  the  Council.  He  shall  be  ex-officio 
a  member  of  the  Council  without  the  right  to  vote,  unless  a 
Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual 
Council  by  ballot,  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed 
with),  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  ap- 
pointed. His  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons, 
Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Council,  and  required 
by  the  regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner. 
His  duties  shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and 
he  also  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
to  s?rve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 
His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF  DELIBERATING    AND  VOTING    IN  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  1 .  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the 
Constitution  the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one 
body,  but  at  any  time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken 
is  finally  announced  by  the  President,  any  two  clergymen  or 
the  Deputies  from  any  two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate 
vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote  individually, 
and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  Churches  (a  majority  from  each 
Church  having  one  vote,)  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall, 
in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a  vote 
is  taken  by  ballot,  the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop, 
the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  ma- 
jority of  the  two  Orders  being  necessary  to  a  choice  ;  Pro- 
vided, that  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and 
two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation  be  pres- 
ent ;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  ADMITTING  PARISHES  OR  CHURCHES  INTO  THE  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  1.  New  Parishes  or  Churches  having  not  less  than 
six  male  adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  may  be 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  in  the  following  man- 
ner : 

Application  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate  from  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their 
Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in 
accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
together  with  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Associa- 
tion ;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  ;  their  means 
or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willing- 
ness to  conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Council  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Council 
next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secretary 
shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of 
its  session ;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order  upon 
mid  application  as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congre- 
gation so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  ex- 
isting Churches,  they  shall  state  also  the  reason  for  their  or- 
ganization, the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship  from  the 
other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever 
additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the 
existing  Church  or  Churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a 
favorable  decision,  this  said  congregation  shall  then  be 
considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the  Church  or 
Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council.

AKT1CLE  IX. 

OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Pres- 
byters of  the  Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscrimi- 
nately from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church 
of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular 
meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  the 
Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Con- 
ventions, who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  Committee 
be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment,  they 
shall  choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their 
President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  Minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them 
carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  purpose  alone  ; 
to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to 
the  Standing  Committee  ;  to  attest  their  public  acts  ;  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers 
relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may 
have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  ab- 
stract of  the  Minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former 
Council. 

Sec  4.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  re- 
maining members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee  being 
necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four 
Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese 
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in  General  Convention.  Immediately  afterwards,  four  other 
Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be  chosen  by  bal- 
lot, as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representatives 
and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  de- 
cline such  appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forth- 
with inform  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  said  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to 
the  General  Convention  one  of  the  substitutes  in  the  order  in 
which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall  be 
the  order  of  their  election  ;  or  when  two  or  more  are  elected 
at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

AETICLE  XI. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN. 

A  clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumer- 
ated in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "  of  offences 
for  which  ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished"  and  in  the 
Canons  of  this  Council.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Council. 

AETICLE  XII. 

OF  ALTERING  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor 
shall  any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or 
new  article  be  proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a 
majority  at  one  Council,  and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Council.

CANONS. 

Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church. 


CANON  I. 

Of  the  Clergy. 

§  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a 
list  of  the  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  an- 
nexing the  names  of  their  respective  Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of 
their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning^ 
constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they 
are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  place  of 
residence  only  ;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats 
but  not  votes  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor 
votes. 

§  II.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  said  list. 

§  III.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying 
the  admission  of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent 
unwary  and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  per- 
sons pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  the  Church  ;  and 
his  certiticate  shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 
Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neigh- 
borhood not    included  within  the  limits  of   a  Mission  or 
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Parish  already  organized,  desire  to  be  organized  and  re- 
cognized as  Missions,  they  shall  make  application  to  the 
Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising  con- 
formity to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline 
and  worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  this 
Diocese,  and  to  the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They 
may  propose  a  name  for  the  Mission,  and  shall  state  the  mini- 
mum amount  they  will  give  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  its 
support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or 
a  Presbyter  under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who 
shall  always  be  a  Communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer  ; 
and  these  officers  shall  be  appointed  annually  thereafter,  on 
the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during  Easter  week,  and  shall 
hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable 
place  for  Public  Worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for 
the  decent  and  orderly  performance  of  Church  Services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive 
all  contributions,  and  remit  or  disburse  them  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Missions 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop, 
at  the  Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or  if  there  be  none, 
through  the  Warden,  in  like  form  as  Parishes. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at 
least  six  male  adults,  and  ff  teen  communicants,  at  least  two 
of  whom  shall  be  males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a 
Minister,  or  whenever  any  other  persons  under  the  same 
conditions  desire  to  organize  a  Church  they  shall  lay  before 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  statement  of  their 
condition,  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization ; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by 
which  their  Church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of 
Association,  in  the  following  form  : 
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"We,  the  undersigned  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing a  congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at 
 ,  County  of  — '■  ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina, after  due  notice  given,  do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  con- 
gregation to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Church  ; 

and,  as  such,  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to,  and  adopt 
the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
same  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  ac- 
cordingly appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D.  to  be  Wardens,  and  E.  F., 

G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of  Church,  to 

continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A.  D.  ,  and  un- 
til others  be  chosen  in  their  place." 

"Witness  our  hands  this  day  of  ,  in  the 

year  of  our  Lord  

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation 
desiring  to  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  thereof. 
And  any  Church  so  organized  and  recognized  shall  be  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

§  II.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the 
bounds  of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due 
notice  to  the  Ministers  thereof,  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be 
without  a  minister,  then  to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

§  III.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their 
application  for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish  they  shall 
enclose  the  written  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or 
Ministers,  the  Vestry  or  Vestries,  aforesaid ;  and  if  he  or  they 
fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of  the  fact. 

canon  iv. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  with  the  Council. 

§  I.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  re- 
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quirements,  they  shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Artl^ 
cles  of  Association,  together  with  their  application  for  admis- 
sion. 

§  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in 
union  with  the  Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to 
every  Council. 

§  III.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by 
either  the  Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  the  following  form  :

In  Parishes  where  the  Congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  sim- 
ilar certificate  of  election  shall  be  required. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  at  least  one  week  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Council,  a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  ap- 
pointed to  represent  their  Church,  in  order  to  aid  him  in 
preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Dormant  Parishes  or  Churches. 

§  I.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish 
shall  no  longer  contain  six  male  adults,  and  fifteen  communi- 
cants at  least  two  of  whom  are  males,  and  can  no  longer  pro- 
vide for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  such  Parish  shall  be  con- 
sidered dormant,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop,  in 
such  case,  to  declare  such  Parish  an  organized  Mission,  and  to 
provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish,  under  the  Canon  re- 
lating to  organized  Missions. 

§  II.    If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for  three 
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successive  years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the 
Council,  or  to  make  the  Keports  required  by  Section  I,  of 
Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  or  to  pay 
the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such  Parish  or  Church 
shall  be  considered  dormant. 

§  III.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  the  union 
with  the  Council,  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  and  of  Canons  III  and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

§  IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
to  adopt  the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of 
such  Parishes  or  Churches,  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually 
extinct. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every 
Parish  or  Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some 
other  day  legally  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  War- 
dens and  Vestrymen,  and  of  transacting  such  other  business 
as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due  notice  of  which  meet- 
ing shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside  ;  but  if  there  be 
no  Rector,  or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be 
chosen,  and  a  secretary  be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  the  qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote,  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Parish  or  Church. 

Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections,  none  shall 
vote  except  male  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of 
their  official  acts  during  the  year. 

CAN  OX  VII. 

Of  Vestries. 

§  J.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on 
Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed, 
of  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
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than  seven  Vestrymen,  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Wardens  shall 
always  be  communicants. 

§  II.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  de- 
tails, and  also  the  qualifications  of  those  elected  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  the  Articles  of  Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

§  III.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected, 
together  with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  of 
themselves,  shall  constitute  the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official 
representatives  of  the  Parish  or  Church.  The  Rector  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings,  and,  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the 
Wardens  shall  preside  ;  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of 
established  Churches. 

§  IV.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of 
the  Church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  re- 
pairs, salaries  and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary 
steps  to  raise  the  funds  required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account 
of  the  same.  They  shall  also  execute  all  duties  which  are 
now,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  upon  them  by  any  General 
Convention,  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

§  V.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens,  to  provide 
whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  Divine 
Worship,  (as  books,  vestments,  etc.);  also  for  the  decency  and 
comfort  of  the  Church  building  and  furniture,  books  for 
Church  records,  and  the  elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship.  They  shall 
be  ready  to  collect  "  the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  Church  is  without  a  Minis- 
ter, shall  disburse  them ;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship 
by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay-reading,  as  circum- 
stances shall  permit.  They  shall  also,  during  such  vacancy, 
take  charge  of  the  Church  plate,  records,  etc,  and  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report  of  the 
Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty,  to  aid  the  Rector 
or  Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of 
the  Church — as  Sunday-schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to 
the  Bishop  any  irregularity  in  the  mode  of  conducting  public 
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worship,  and  all  offences  by  their  Minister  or  by  any  other 
officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or  Canons,  Faith  or  Morals. 

§  'VI.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except 
as  provided  for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General 
Digest. 

§  VII.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Vestry  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and 
invite  a  Rector  ;  but  not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained 
wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the 
Bishop. 

CANON  Till. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

§  I-  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given 
by  the  Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to 
every  Clergyman  and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters 
shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council,  called  as  provided 
in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they  shall  specify 
that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the  form 
for  Parochial  Reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes,  the  form  of 
Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitu- 
tion, Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions,  as  relate  to  their  ap- 
pointment. They  shall  also  state  the  quotas  of  the  several 
Parishes  to  the  various  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

§  II.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall 
be  preceded  by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with 
such  further  services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  see 
fit  to  have  a  sermon  preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he 
shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and  an  alternate. 

§  III.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two 
Committees  on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed  ;  the  first  con- 
sisting of  three  Clergymen,  to  whom  the  roll  of  Clergy  shall 
be  referred  ;  the  other  of  three  Laymen,  to  whom'  shall  be  re- 
ferred the  roll  of  Deputies,  together  with  the  certificates  of 
their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the  Treasurer,  required  by 
by  Canon  X,  Section  II.  And  these  committees,  severally, 
shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council,  upon  the 
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lists  so  referred  ;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which 
Parishes  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and 
which  are  by  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  debarred  from 
voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Council.  Should  the 
committee  have  considered  any  certificates  unsatisfactory,  these 
shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their  sufficiency 
settled. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public 
acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  busi- 
ness. He  shall  also  give  notice,  at  least  six  weeks  beforehand, 
to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  or  Congregation,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Council. 

§  II.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  all  Journals 
of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  every  General  Conven- 
tion, a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  a  certificate 
of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate  of  the 
same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  a  list  of  persons  nominated 
as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with 
all  other  .documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations 
of  that  body,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon 
him  by  said  Canons  and  Regulations^. 

§  III.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary, its  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if 
there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and 
disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Coun- 
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cil,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  other- 
wise regulated. 

He  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  an- 
nually laid  before  the  Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers,  and  funds  relative 
or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

§  II.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay 
upon  the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  Churches  which 
have  failed  to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  speci- 
fying those  which  have  for  three  successive  years  neglected  to 
pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

§  III.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General 
Convention,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this 
Diocese  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

§  IY.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until 
the  next  regular  appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON"  XL 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take 
charge  of  all  documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes; 
also,  to  collect  and  keep  for  reference  a  set  of  Journals  of  this 
Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  report  an- 
nually to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

§  I.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all 
Missionaries,  and  may  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove 
them. 

§  II.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese, 
to  consist  of  the  Bishop  as  President  ex-ojfficio;  and  of  one 
Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of 
the  Church,  from  each  Missionary  District,  to  be  nominated 
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by  each  Convocation  and  chosen  at  each  Annual  Council;  and 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  III.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place 
where  the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may 
designate.  They  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
who,  if  not  already,  shall  be  ex-officio^  a  member  of  the  Board ; 
and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  their  govern- 
ment, not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint. 

They  shall  be  a  Council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the 
designation  of  Stations  and  appointment  of  Missionaries  ;  and 
they  shall  devise  means  for  securing  funds  for  Missionary  pur- 
poses, and  make  a  full  report  in  writing  to  each  Annual  Coun- 
cil of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  Stations  and  Missionaries 
aided,  of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  what- 
ever may  throw  light  upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Board  five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  IY.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the 
Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  districts — not  less  than  four — 
the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  fixed,  and  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

§  Y.  Until  otherwise  arranged,  these  Districts  shall  be  as 
follows : 

The  First  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  Oconee,  Pickens, 
Anderson,  Abbeville,  Newberry,  Laurens,  Greenville,  Union, 
Spartanburg  and  Cherokee  township  in  York  County. 

The  Second,  of  the  remainder  of  York,  Lancaster,  Chester, 
Fairfield,  Kershaw,  Richland,  Lexington,  Aiken  and  Edge- 
field. 

The  Third,  of  Sumter,  Clarendon,  Florence,  Darlington, 
Chesterfield,  Marlboro,  Marion,  Williamsburg,  Georgetown 
and  Horry. 
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The  Fourth,  of  Berkeley,  Charleston,  Colleton,  Beaufort, 
Hampton,  Barnwell  and  Orangeburg. 

§  YI.  In  each  district  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Pres- 
byter— a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  otherwise — 
whose  title  shall  be  Archdeacon,  to  have  general  charge  under 
the  Bishop,  of  mission  work  in  that  district.  He  shall  also, 
whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary  for  the  Dis- 
trict, to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  missionary  work,  and  in  sup- 
plying services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations,  Such  Mission- 
ary shall  be  detached  from  any  Parochial  Cure,  and  shall  be 
amenable  to  the  Bishop,  through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  his 
acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years, 
unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  YII.  In  each  District  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  con- 
sist of  the  Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the 
functions  of  their  office,  and  of  one  or  more  Lay- Communi- 
cants from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to  be  chosen  according  to 
rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  twice  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the 
missionary  work  in  the  district ;  and  may  hold  other  meetings 
at  their  discretion. 

At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Archdeacon  shall  preside. 

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Council,  at  each  Annual 
Session,  concerning  the  missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government, 
or  adopt  measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

§  YIIL  At  each  Annual  Council  the  missionary  work  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  considered  on  the  morning  of  the  second 
day's  session,  immediately  after  the  calling  of  the  names  of 
members.  At  this  session  all  reports  concerning  the  work 
shall  be  read  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
ensuing  year  elected. 

§  IX.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board 
of  Missions,  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the 
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Bishop,  and  on  condition  tliat  the  Rector  will  perform  such 
work  outside  of  the  Parish  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

§  X.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board,  shall 
make  quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
in  which  shall  be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary 
actually  paid  by  the  Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve  ;  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit  their  stipends  until  such  report 
is  received. 

§  XI.  The  travelling  expenses  of  Missionaries  and  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer, 
if  possible. 

II.  Of  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 
Canon  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

§  I.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  Baptisms, 
Marriages  and  Burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by 
another  Minister,  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  per- 
sons confirmed  in  his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communi- 
cants and  baptized  persons,  not  communicants,  belonging  to 
same.  4 

§  II.  The  Register,  so  kept,  shall  specify  the  name  and  date 
of  birth  of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and 
sponsors— in  the  case  of  an  adult,  the  name,  and  those  of  the 
witnesses — the  names  of  persons  married  and  buried,  with 
the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

§  III.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the 
Minister,  in  a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that 
purpose — and  in  case  there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  them- 
selves shall  see  that  such  registry  be  made — which  book  shall 
be  known  as  the  Parish  Register,  and  preserved  as  a  part  of 
the  records  of  the  Church. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister,  in  case  of 
removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  Register  with  the 
Church  Wardens. 

§  IV.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any 
Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall  present,  or 
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cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  when  there 
is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  an  accurate 
statement  in  writing  of  the  number  of  families,  members  of 
the  Church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  four- 
teen ;  the  number  of  communicants,  specifying  the  changes  by 
admission,  removal  or  death  ;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant 
and  adult ;  of  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials  :  the  state 
and  condition  of  Sunday  and  Parochial  Schools,  if  there  be 
any  ;  and  also  the  number  of  times  and  the  places  where 
Divine  service  has  been  performed;  the  number  of  Com- 
munions celebrated,  the  amount  of  offering — for  alms, 
for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign — for  the 
Parish  School  or  any  Church  Institution,  of  assessments  paid, 
of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support  and  eurrent  or 
other  expenses  of  the  Parish,  whether  by  pew  rents,  offerings, 
subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  Parochial, 
Diocesan  general  objects ;  also,  of  any  other  matters  which 
may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

§  Y.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his 
official  acts,  or  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons 
therefor. 

§  YI.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending 
the  30th  April,  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and 
they,  or  such  portions  of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit, 
may  be  read  in  Council,  and  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal 
thereof. 

§  YII.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be 
reported  separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a 
schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Canon.  And  the  failure  of  any  person  to 
make  out  his  Parochial  Report  according  to  this  form,  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such  report 
from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 
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CANON  XIV. 

Of  Persons  Wishing  to  Become  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders  in 
this  Diocese,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupation.  He 
will  also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  testi- 
monials required  by  Canon  II,  Title  I,  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  give  evidence  that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  his 
intention,  according  to  the  requisitions  of  the  same  Canon. 

CANON  XV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc.. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or 
Church. 

III.  Of  Discipline. 

CANON  XYI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman, 

§  I.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature 
of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of 
this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the  names 
of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with  copies  of,  or 
proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged 
will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church 
that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain 
whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  his 
trial ;  and  if  satisfied,  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  present- 
ment to"  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the 
offence  or  offences  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the 
evidence  and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  cer- 
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tainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient 
for  a  judicial  investigation. 

§  II.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall 
forth  with  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  boxthe  names  of  all  the  Presby- 
ters of  this  Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  en 
gaged  in  duty  therein  (excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting 
Presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee)  ;  he  shall 
then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a 
child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve  names  shall 
be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a 
copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on 
the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence. 
Within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the 
names  of  three  of  the  Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  no- 
tice thereof  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  the  Bishop  shall  thereupon 
send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter, 
strike  off  the  name  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so 
many  names  as.,  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off  j 
and  in  such  case  the  seven  remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five 
of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous  to,  or  during  the 
course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present,  shall 
constitute  a  Council  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

§  III.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint ;  and  its  session  shall 
be  open  only  to  members  in  actual  Communion  with  the 
Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  either  of  the  accused  or 
the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  clay  ap- 
pointed, it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from 
day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not 
sooner  formed  ;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not  attend, 
and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may  be  present,  being  no 
less  than  five,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and 
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Secretary — the  first  from  their  own  body  or  otherwise — and 
before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and  declare 
the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written 
down  by  the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and 
other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved; 
and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may  be  called 
upon  by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the 
witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall  fur- 
nish the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

§  IV.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint 
one  or  more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  its  advisors, 
who  may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any  question 
which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Council,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an 
opinion,  but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  ques- 
tion. 

§  V.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting; 
and  the  like  notice  shall  oe  given  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
who,  by  their  president,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint 
to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence 
and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The  ac- 
cused shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Council  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

§  VI.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear  the  Council  may  proceed 
to  trial  in  his  absence,  or  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn 
the  trial  to  another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear  the 
CouncU  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who, 
thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from 
the  ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop, 
if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to 
him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear 
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for  that  end  before  the  Council;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report 
and  appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the  present- 
ment, may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
ministry. 

§  VII.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that 
the  attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall 
appoint  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  wit- 
ness; and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition  and 
of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be  ex- 
amined* If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given 
resides  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for 
taking  the  deposition,  an  additional  day  exclusive  of  Sunday, 
shall  be  allewed  f  3r  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall 
be  signed  by  the  witness  and  certified  by  the  Commissioner 
under  seal  to  the  Council. 

§  VIII.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council 
shall  declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the 
accused  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  if  guilty  of  disorderly  con- 
duct or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  of  Canons  of  this 
Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentenee,  in  their 
opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of 
the  offences  enumerated  in  Section  I,  Canon  II.  Title  II,  of 
the  General  Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall  be 
degradation.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with 
the  evidence  and  proceedings  to  the  Bishop;  whereupon,  if 
the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such 
sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Council,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above, 
and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial, 
he  shall  have  power  to  award  it;  in  which  case  a  new  Coun- 
cil shall  be  constituted  as  hereinbefore  provided  (excluding 
the  members  of  the  former  Council),  before  which  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 
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§  IX.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges 
the  Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him  or  being  certi- 
fied to  him  by  the  Council),  shall  preceed  to  pass  sentence, 
and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  ac- 
cused shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be 
regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

§  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Council  at  its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as 
herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence 
thereupon. 

§  XI.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  in- 
terfering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  clerical  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  Section  II,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the 
General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon  such  inquiry,  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon, 
he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts, 
and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such 
further  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after 
a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

§  XII.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  minister, 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Coun- 
cil. And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  sufficient 
amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised 
by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  ir  the  Diocese,  in  the 
same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Council  by  Canon  XIX. 

IV.  Miscellaneous. 
CANON  XVII. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  the  Address  of  the 
Bishop,  the  Parochial  Reports,  and  all  other  reports  made  in 
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rials it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare  a  report 
of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese, 
and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy 
upon  each  Church  in  union  therewith,  an  assessment  sufficient 
to  defray  the  regular  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Diocese, 
and,  also,  an  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents- for 
the  Bishop's  fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessments  shall  be  determined  by  each 
Annual  Council,  and  upon  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

For  these  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

§  I.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor 
shall  any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council. 
Nor  shall  any  Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon, 
be  passed  at  the  same  Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  ex- 
cept by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after 
reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons. 
But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council  it  shall  lie  over 
for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

§  II.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment  the  same,  if  by  way 
of  amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form  :  "Canon — (or 
section)  of  Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  III.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  not  included  in 
these  Canons  are  hereby  repealed.

Standing  Resolutions. 


1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to 
be  given  by  the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion requiring  that  members  of  this  Council  be  communicants 
shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hand  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies,  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Or- 
ganist officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Council.  (Passed 
1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for 
the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  re- 
turn thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  (Passed 
1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall 
depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial 
page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all 
the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible, 
interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhal- 
lowed, worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot. 
(Passed  1866.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen  and 
Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.    (Passed  1877.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the  Council. 
(Passed  1882.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund 
be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  of  every 
year  thereafter  ;  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund 
do  notify  the  several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
amount  payable,  not  later  than  October  15th. 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this 
Diocese  be  requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respect- 
ive Parishes  and  Missions,  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in 
raising  a  Special  Missionary  Fund  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  work  in  this  Diocese. 

15.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to 
publish  the  Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission 
separately,  as  in  former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as 
has  been  done  for  some  time,  if  he  desires ;  but  a  summary 
is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports  to  be  printed  alphabeti- 
cally, according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mission. 
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10.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese 
the  Secretary  is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  re- 
port of  each  and  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese, 
whether  the  same  be  in  union  with  this  Council  or  not ;  in  or- 
der that  the  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the  Church  may  be 
known. 

17.  Resolved,  That  on  the  first  night  of  each  Annual  Coun- 
cil a  Missionary  service  be  held,  and  that  addresses  be  made 
by  speakers  appointed  by  the  Bishop.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  pro- 
ceedings for  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "  Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing 
Committees,  viz  :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  'New  Par- 
ishes, to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Council. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Per- 
manent Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees 

1 1 .  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every 
day  succeeding  the  first  day.  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Bishop,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropri- 
ate collects,  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  Sooth  Carolina  may  be  preached 
on  the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings  after  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Council. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their 
respective  Churches  or  Parishes  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and 
the  expenses  of  the  Council. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Council. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IY.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 
Y.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
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shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to 
address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
and  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself 
to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and 
avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XL  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into 
debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who 
voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up.  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by- ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  ~No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council 
unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
other  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same 
Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  in- 
definitely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend  ;

which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word 
"  Kesolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and 
if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolutions. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be 
first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  in- 
definitely, shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to 
adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the 
Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any 
case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member 
may,  call  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  in- 
stance, without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such 
appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave 
of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Council,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  this  Council. 
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XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  re- 
pealed by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's  notice 
of  the  proposed  alteration.
